Mr. J ohnson favored the bill, as a whole, and 
thought it necessary th at som ething should be done 
to relieve the people from d inger and damage. 
Mr. T r a y l o r though th e State should do some­ 
thing t-» protect the farmers. 
He would support 
the bill, although there were some things in it he did 
no: like. 
Mr. Enos had no interest in this bill as a farm er or 
miner, bu: only as a Senator. 
He would support

Mr. Conger supported the till. 
He pronounced 
the insinuation of the Senator from th e Thirteenth, 
Mr. Hictell, a- fir os he was concerned, as false, and 
if he was outside the cham ber ne would use stronger 
language.

Mr. E n o s - Mr. President, I move th at the report 
of the committee and the testim ony accompanying 
the r- port be read. 
Air. D i c k i n s o n — Mr. President, I would ask th at 
all the testim ony should bo read. 
The first batch of 
testim ony is very short. 
1 would ask th at both the 
report and all the testim ony be read. 
The P resident—If there is no objection the en­ 
tire testim ony will be read. 
The Clerk then read the report of the com m ittee. 
Mr. Ryan—Mr. President, 1 see Senator Kane is 
not in his seat. 
Has he been notified to be here ? 
The, P resident—The Chair is informed th at he 
has been notified through the officer of the Senate. 
Mr. Dickinson—Mr. President, the object of my 
request is that all the testimony m ight be read so 
we m ight have it all before ua in consecutive order 
this evening, the testim ony that precedes this, as 
well as the testim ony taken on the last reference‘t 
The testim ony taken on the first reference was re­ 
ported back and read, and then a resolution was 
adopt d, rtferring the m atter back to the committee 
with instructions t proceed. 
The P r e s i d e n t — The Chair is informed th at the 
testimony taken the other day is published in the 
journal. 
Mr. Dickinson—Mr. President, I think this a m at­ 
ter of im portance, and it will uot h u rt the beuate to 
hear the entire testimony. 
Mr H ill—1 see no necessity of taking up the tim e 
w ith it. 
The P rpsident—It has been printed m the jo u r­ 
nal. 
If any 'e n a to r desires it will be read. 
Mr. Dickinson—I will withdraw the motion if the 
Senators do not desire to hear it, inasmuch as the 
testim ony has been printed in the journal and in 
the paj>ers. 
The Clerk then read the testim ony at length. 
Mr. Burt moved th at the evidence be published in 
pam phlet form, but amended by moving it be printed 
in the appendix to the journal, bo ordered. 
Mr. Dickinson offered a resolution providing for 
the expulsion of Senator Kane fur his refusal to 
testify. 
Mr. E nos offered a substitute, suspending Senator 
Kane for the rem ainder of the session. 
Mr. E nos said he thought if the Senate suspended 
Senator Kane it would be all it could do. 
lie had 
been guilty of contem pt, and this would be all th at 
was necessary. 
Mr. Dickinson said lie had «examined various au­ 
thorities, and was sorry to say th at he could only 
tlunk th at the course of action necessary* would be 
to act on the resol lion presented by himself. 
He 
could not agree with Senator Enos, that there had 
been no crime. Technically, it was not compound 
ing a M ony ; practical!»*, it was. 
He quoted from 
th j section regarding lobbying, and also from May’s 
Pari atnentary Practice, 
if there was any action a 
uentlem an c *ukl be guilty of which would render 
him unfit for a seat oil this floor, th at action had 
been performed by the Senator from the Eleventh. 
He referred to the case of a United States .Senator 
and quoted fr«»m the report «if the Committee on 
1 x pulsion, and drew from it the conclusion th a t the 
beiiate was m>t to be governed by purely legal rules. 
He held that the person offering the bribe was guilty 
of a felony, and that the beriat«ir from the Eleventh 
was aeces-ory to th at felony 
He refuses, in spite 
of his official oath, to divulge the name of ihe per­ 
son before the com m ittee. 
This is the highest 
Court in this State, and the j>eopie demand th at it 
sustain its dignity. 
Mr. Cheney said th at he bad been at first in favor 
of expelling the Senator from this b«>dyf but after 
attentively exam ining th e law, and hearing the evi­ 
dence, he cou d not see that Senator Kane had been 
guilty of a y crime, and he should support the reso­ 
lution «if Seuat r Enoe. As no one was on trial, Sen­ 
ator Kane could imt rtfuse to testify against him. 
The SeMiator himself being on trial before the com­ 
m ittee, c uld not be compelled to reverse the rules 
and testify against himself. 
The Constitution did 
not apply t«> this case, as it required th at the Legis­ 
lature should pass laws to pu t it into effect. 
The 
! Senator had not accepted any bribe. He had simply 
1 endeavored to keep his word of honor and his self­ 
respect, and, although he did not wish to see him 
esc ¡pe the consequences of his wrong-doing, Senator 
Ka ie wrs not the man th at could weigh carefully 
questions of law or any other questions of nicety and 
weight. The Senate knew what a peculiar man 
lie was, and judge him leniently. 
He m ight 
be 
the 
victim 
of a hoax from some 
one 
who wished to litar one of his peculiar speeches. He 
had Use highest respect f-.»r a roan who would keep 
his word at all sacrifices. 
He was sati-fledth at Sen­ 
ator Kane was acting in this m atter according to his 
highest notion of what was gentlem anly, and he 
asked the Senate to be lenient w ith him , and give 
him a chance to purge himself from contem pt. 
Mr. Enos presented a cominunic tion from Sena­ 
tor Kane. He said th at the press had already poured 
forth their anathem as on the com m ittee f r their 
haste in presenting their report to the Senate. 
He 
had known Senator Kane for a long time. 
He had 
been his friend, bu t he w«juld not let friendship 
stand in the way of duty. 
In jndging him. the Sen- j 
ate m ust take into consideration the peculiar train- j 
ing and education ; th at which seemed foolish to ! 
other senators, s. emed ju st and proper to Senator j 
Kane. 
He had often felt angry wilh Se at or Kane 
for his imprudence, and had often rem onstrated with 
him for his language. 
Let us ask the question, 
W hat has Senator Kane done? Has he been bribed ? 
No. 
He had simply said on this fl«x>r th at he had 
been offered a bribe, which he refused. He does not 
stand here as a criminal. 
He has simply refused to 
answer a question. 
I think th at the ad pt on of the 
resolution offered by me will answer every purpose 
in \ indicating our dignity. 
I don’t agree with Sen­ 
ator Kane as to the propriety of Keeping his word, 
but there are meu who e rtligion, whose early train ­ 
ing, impel them to the belief th at the inform er is 
worse than the thief. 
I have pressed him, St n ito r 
Neuma- n has pressed him, Senator Lardee has 
pressed him. but his answer was th a t he would die 
before his bps ihould u t.er th at m an’s name.

agree with Senator Cheney in my adm iration for the 
man who clings with fidelity to his word. 
I have 
spoken not in behalf of Senator Kane al«>ne, b u t in 
behalf of the common feeling of hum anity to the 
Senate. 
The Secretiiry then read the communication of 
Senator Kme. 
Mr. C h a s e said th at he wished to call the atten ­ 
tion of the Senators to the case of Senator Pomeroy, 
in Kansas, to show th at even if Senator Kane re­ 
veal. d the name of this man it would have no good 
effect, as a conviction could not he had in this case. 
Air. S e a r s said th at in dealing w ith this case we 
m ust deal w ith it as it is. ami not with reference to 
any other case. 
Senator Kane had asked him to ap­ 
pear in his defense, but he had declined to do so. 
He had asked Senator K are th at night if he was 
aware of the penalty th at he incurred, anil was 
answered th at he «lid not. 
Senator Kane had been 
entreated by all his friends, even by his wife, to re­ 
veal the name, but he had stood firm.

Kane had committed no crime. 
His m otive in this 
affair had been to unearth corruption. 
His knowl­ 
edge of law and parliam entary usage was limited,

statem ent 
on this 
floor 
th a t 
he 
was 
com­ 
pounding a felony. The character of an inform er 
is looked on with horror by his countrym en, and 
no am ount of physical force or punishm ent could 
force th a t name from him . The Senate should throw 
the m antle of charity over his shortcomings. 
He 
sh uld support the resoituion of Senator Enos, and 
trusted the Se« ate would do so. 
M r J ohnson regr tted th at he was unable to speak 
on this subject 
He thought in listening to-the 
speeches of the Senators th at this floor had been 
turned into a« arena of adulation of Ireland. 
This 
was a m atter of law and justice, and if this prac­ 
tice was perm itted here there was an end of all law. 
All that was necessary to defeat a bill was f«»r some 
legislator to get up and say th a t some one had of­ 
fered to bribe him.

U nder the Penal Code he is an accessory to the 
crime. 
We arc not to be swayed by sym pathy for 
the individual, but m ust do exact justice. 
All con­ 
siderations, no m atter how hard it may be, demand 
the adoption of the resolution and the rejection of 
the substitute. 
The opinion of all the Senatois is 
th at suspension only extends t<> th e end of the ses­ 
sion, un«l cannot extend anv farther. 
Air. W a ts u N thought th a t it would be proper to 
find out from Mr. Kane, under oath, w hether he 
wrote the communication or not. 
Mr. N y e said th at it seemed to him th a t this 
whole m atter could be decided easily in the mind of 
every Senator by deciding w hat was the du y *»f 
every citizen. 
Every m an’s duty is to expose a 
crim e when it comes to his knowledge. The man 
who would not «lo so is unfitted f«»r a place on the 
fl<K>r of the Senate. 
The criticism of the press, 
right or wr«*ng, should not sway us fr«>m our duty. 
The resolution of Senator Diekunson seemed to him 
to be the only one to be applied in this case. 
Air. Conger had never in Ids life been placed in a 
position which he regretted as m uch as the position 
in which he found himself to-night. 
He could not 
indorse either of the resolutions. 
We are uot here 
to determ ine w hether theVe has been couip#undi; g 
of felony. 
We are her:.* to determ ine whet hi r sen a­ 
tor Kane is in contem pt of this Senate or not, and 
we are a judicial tribunal for th at purpose. Although 
Senator Kane had east insinuations upon him. he 
could forget them at this tim e, and he felt sorry for 
him in the circumstances in which he was placed. 
Air. Johnson thought their duty was laid down 
plainly enough. 
The offense of Senator Kane w »s 
one of which he could purge himself at any tim e he 
chose, and uutil he did M) he would not sym pathize 
with him. 
Mr. W a t s o n road a communication from Mr 
W etraore, stating th at he wrote «>ut the communi­ 
cation for Mr. Kane as a m atter of accommodation. 
Mr. DaVI8 did not know th at he could blame anv 
Senator who felt impelled to rise in his place to 
prosecute an offense of this kind, or to defend 
•t. 
He di«i not wish to occupy either position. 
Senator K are had openly charged an attem pt at 
bribery. 
He was not satisfied iu his own mind 
w hether such an attem pt had been made. 
It was 
unpleasant to him to m ake such an insinuation, but 
Senator Kane had f-irced other Senators ii*tu that 
position. 
We simply have the assertion of a Sen­ 
ator th at an attem pt has been made to bribe him. 
Shall we m ake a farce of these proceedings? W bat 
shall we do? How can we vindicate ourselves and 
the dignity of the State? 
I honor a man who 
keeps his word, b u t I honor more a man who 
keeps the law. 
Senator Kaue stands before this 
Senate a se f-eonvieted felon.

sition of an accessory to a crime, and the law makes 
him a criminal. 
If th at be true, what is our duty 
in the prem ises?

Meeker, Miss Meeker ami Mrs. Price was m ade *600 
each, instead of §400, annually, and on motion of 
Teller Mrs. Post’s am ount was raised to §300. 
On m otion of Plum b, the clause binding the In­ 
dians to give up the men implicated in the Meeker 
m urder was made to include those w ho com m itted 
the outrages also. 
Morgan moved an am endm ent, providing th at 
nothing contained in the Act or agreem ent shall be 
const*ued so as to compel any Ute Indian to remove 
from the lands claimed by him in severalty, or to 
deprive any such Indian who shall refuse to sign 
the agreem ent ol his right to select a tract of land 
f«»r agricultural purpose* within two years from the 
passage of the Act, under the stipulations of any 
existing treaty*, in any part of the Ute reservation.

England,

MULCH THE ORCHARD. 
The successful orchardist, even in the com­ 
paratively damp climate of the Atlantic 
States, practices mulching his trees for the 
purpose of keeping the surface of the soil 
cool and damp, and thus encouraging the 
vigorous growth of the roots aDd increasing 
their capacity to take up nutriment or food 
for the tree and fruit. It is found that even 
there mulching is of great benefit to not. only 
the tree and fruit, but to the soil itself. We 
notice, in a recent discussion of this subject 
in one of the late meetings of the State Hor­ 
ticultural Society of Iowa, that there was a 
unanimous opinion in favor of the practice of 
mulching the orchard. They hold that the 
orchard soil needs shading in some way, as 
much as the native forests need the leaf 
mulch with which nature has provided it. 
They say the dark-colored soils, even in those 
damp climates, get too hot if directly exposed 
to the action of the sun, and many of them 
practice sowing buckwheat in the orchard for 
the purpose of shading and keeping the sur­ 
face cool. 
If experience has 
proven it 
so necessary and important 
to use 
these means to keep the soil cool in 
those climates, how much more such 
practices must be necessary and beneficial in 
our dryer climate and on our equally daik 
and heat-attracting soil? Mulching should 
be placed around the trees as a rule in this 
State in the fall, so that it will become set 
and fixed to the soil by the rains and damp 
weather of the winter, and begin the process 
of decay and fertilization. Most any sub­ 
stance may be used for a mulch, with benefit, 
even chips, shavings, coarse weeds or straw, 
and half rotted manure. In time, any of 
these materials will undergo decay, and will 
keep a constant enrichment of the soil. If, 
however, the matter of mulching has not. 
been attended to in the fall, it should be done 
now, and the sooner the better. 
Plowing and cultivation of itself consti­ 
tutes a good mulch in the absence of a better 
mode. By pulverizing the surface of the 
soil it is prevented from cracking and heating 
and drying out, but is not enriched as in the 
use of fertilizing ingiedients, as suggested. 
We should remark, however, that in the use 
of half rotted stra-.v and manure, it will be 
necessary to be careful not to allow the mulch 
to rest against the stem or body of the tree 
in such quantities as to induce heating, as 
this would be very injurious, especially to 
small trees. In very cold climates the mulch 
is a protection against frost and freezing as 
well as against heat and drought. 
Peat 
mulch is used when it can be had for mulch­ 
ing, with niost excellent results. 
KEEPING MILK SWEET. 
As the warm season advances those who 
buy their milk of city dairymen will find it 
more difficult to keep their milk sweet for 
use. We make the following suggestions for 
the benefit of both sellers and buyers of 
milk : The first condition necessary to secure 
good, healthy milk, is that the cows be 
healthy and strong, and that they be fed on 
perfectly clean and healthy food. Good, 
sweet hay and bran and water, and a little 
oil-cake mixed in, is as good feed as cows can 
live upon to secure good, sweet and healthy 
milk. Milk produced from such cows, fed 
on such food, will be rich in cream, will have 
no unpleasant smell or taste, and will 
keep a long time before the begin­ 
ning 
of 
fermentation. 
Good, 
fresh 
gTas3 will also produce good, sweet 
long-keeping milk, but will when first milked, 
as a rule, betray an offensive animal smell. 
The first thing to be done, after milk has 
been drawn from the cow into perfectly clean 
and sweet vessels, is to air it by pouring it 
from one vessel to another a number of times, 
thus giving the animal gases and animal 
smell an opportunity to escape as soon as 
possible ; and then in an open dish or can set 
it into cold water. If convenient, the water 
should be running, so »3 the more readily and 
rapidly to carry off the animal heat. 
When thoroughly cold, and 
not till 
then, it should be placed in the milk 
wagon to be transported to market. 
Before serving to customers the cream that 
has arisen on the surface in the mouth of the 
can should be thoroughly mixed again with 
the milk, otherwise the customers first 
served from the can will receive all the 
cream, and those last served will receive 
skimmed milk, and will have reason to and 
will—if they happen to get it in this way a 
few times—complain. The cream may be 
mixed in with the milk more handily than in 
most any other way by pouring back and 
forth from one can to another. This should 
be done just before beginning on a new can in 
the delivery route. Then when the milk re­ 
tailer has finished his route, if his cans are 
not to be washed and scalded immedi­ 
ately he should pour cold water into 
each can and rinse them out well 
and turn them over on the draining 
rack until the time they are to be 
washed and scalded, livery time the 
cans, are washed they should also be 
scalded in boiling water and then turned im­ 
mediately over on the draining rack. Too 
much pains cannot be taken by the milk 
vendor to keep every can, every measure and 
everything used about the milk perfectly 
pure, clean and .sweet. But the buyer of 
milk has also some things to observe and to 
do to preserve milk in a good, clean and 
sweet condition till it is to be u-ed. The first 
and most important of these things is to pro­ 
vide a 
perfectly 
clean 
and 
sweet 
dish to receive and keep the milk in 
as it is delivered by the retailer. The 
next ¿is to keep the milk in a clean, 
aweet and cool place tiil wanted for use. If 
a part of that purchased and received at the 
same time is to be used all at once, or at one 
meal, it will be as well that it should be re­ 
ceived and kept in one dish or vessel; but if 
it is to be used at different times, as at dinner 
and at tea, then that to be used at each meal 
should be placed in separate vessels, so as not 
to stir or disturb the milk after being set 
away till wanted for use. Many people who 
use milk at each meal, say morning, noon 
and evening, put all into the same vessel 
and use from it as they want it. 
This disturbs the milk and hurries fermenta­ 
tion, and the result is that their milk received 
in the morning sours before tea time. Then 
they complain of their milkman, that he 
brings them sour milk, when in fact the fault 
is their own. When milk is left at hotels and 
restaurants, to be used as wanted from the 
cans, the moment one can is emptied it 
should be filled with cold water, or rinsed 
with cold water, and then turned up on a 
drainage rack or board to dry and air. The 
least particle of sour milk introduced into 
sweet milk will huiry decay and decomposi­ 
tion, so will dipping into milk, and hence 
both should be avoided, and the cause of 
complaint will be to a great extent removed. 
PROBABLE LATE HIGH WATER. 
There is now a large amount of water in 
the mountains in the shape of mow and ice. 


The cold weather has been holding it back, 
and the rains that have fallen on the snow 
have been nearly all absorbed by it, till now 
the great body is in almost as condensed a 
form as though it were water itself. As the 
warm weather comes on the snow and ice will 
continue to condense and pack till freezing 
nightly shall cease. This will be late in the 
season—it may be even in June. But whec- 
everthisuoesoccur the ice will dissolve rapidly 
and send the water down to overflow the val­ 
ley and river lands. We have known the rivers 
to o veril-iw so late in the season as to floi.d 
and destroy crops of hay standing in the 
cock, and we think the indications ate favor­ 
able for such an occurreuce this season. 
While we would like to see the river farmers 
make good crops, we cannot encourage them 
to put in seed on lands liable to overflow at a 
time when their crops of grain and vegetables 
are half grown. We think those who have 
alfalfa hay growing on lands liable to over­ 
flow may possibly get one crop off before 
the water comes up the highest, and 
that it will be prudent to endeavor to do so. 
This crop is now growing very rapidly, and 
in many places on the river bottom will be 
large enough to cut in two or three weeks. 
It is not likely, however, that the weather 
will be sufficiently settled to cure the hay cut 
at that time. We would therefore suggest to 
those who have stock, that it may be well to 
cut such hay as soon as it will do and feed it 
green. Thus they may save their hay and 
improve the condition of their stock.

A q u atic.—The annual regatta of the 
Pacific Amateur Rowing Association will 
be held June 12th on Oakland creek. The 
regatta, in point of entries, promises to be 
the most successful yet hrid on this coast. 
There are representative crews promised 
from the following clubs : Ariel, Nautilus, 
Dolphin, Pioneer, Golden Gate and St. 
George Clubs, and attempts will be made 
to have a shell crew present from the Wil­ 
lamette Club, of Portland, Or. The single 
scullers will probably number half a dozen. 
The newest “ wrinkle” in boating 
equipments is the Davis scull blade. From 
a cut that appeared in a recent number of 
the New York Spirit an idea can be gained 
of its shape. The blade of the seull is, to 
judge by our present patterns, most pecu­ 
liar and eccentric. Instead of the lowet 
and upper halves of the blade being, as 
they arc at present, of equal width, the 
upper half of the blade is much wider than 
the lower ; in fact, the upper view of the 
blade forms almost an ellipse. Peculiar 
advantages are claimed for the new model, 
particularly at the commencement and fin­ 
ishing of the stroke. Although so original 
and peculiar in its shape, still the name 
and well-known ingenuity of its maker will 
secure the blade a fair trial.—[Olympian. 
C hicago B icycle C lu b.—Scarcely a 
year ago did the progressive spirit of young 
Chicago demand a silent wheel upon which 
to develop its growing tastes for athletic 
sports and physical exercise. John M. 
Fairfield supplied the want, and when 
the young riders first bestrode their noise­ 
less steeds the prejudiced and practically 
grooved “ oldest inhabitant” who came 
West to grow up with the country scouted 
the idea of its pleasure or value, and could 
only look at the bicycle as useless. Not 
many years ago the same was the case in 
London. Now thousauds of bicycles run 
all over England, each one with its head­ 
light and bell, recognized and protected by 
the law. In the Chicago Bicycle Club 
there are now about twenty members, 
Messrs. G. L. Craig, of Evanston, and J. 
B. King, late of the Germantown, Pa., 
Club, being the last elected, and of these 
Messrs. McClure, Ayres, Hoffman, Hen­ 
derson, Brown, Fairfield and Craig make 
daily use of their machines between 
their homes and business. So popular is 
bicycling becoming that the Park Commis­ 
sioners are about granting them the use of 
a half-mile path in the park. The petition 
is now under favorable consideration by 
the Commission.—[Chicago Field. 
M a h o m et and H is T h r e e M a r es.— 
Count Lecoulteux de Canteleu, in an inter­ 
esting essay in a late number of the líeme 
Britannique, shows up the absurdity of the 
legend of Mahomet saving himself from as­ 
sassination by his flight from Mecca to Me­ 
dina with three mares, for the only animals 
that he possessed at that time M ere nine 
camels, and it was on the back of one of 
these he escaped. Other writers assert that 
Mahomet never possessed either a mare or 
a horse ; and it was not till after his death 
that the Arabians gradually introduced 
horses into their armies. Thus the Arabs 
tracing the pedigree of their horses to Ma- 
hornet's three marcs is a regular humbug. 
The Dongola horses in Nubia are found to 
preserve the same characteristics at the 
present day as Egyptian sculptures and 
monuments of 2,000 years ago represented 
them. Geologists assert that these horses 
show two, and sometimes four, less ribs 
than those of other breeds. The old Bre­ 
ton horses of France were noted for this 
same peculiarity. From this it is supposed 
that the Breton stock came originally from 
Dongola, brought hither by the Celts prob­ 
ably when they first settled in Breton.

Adaptation of Dress to Complexion. 
Rose red cannot be put in contact with 
the rosiest complexions without causing 
them to lose some of their freshness ; dark 
red rose is less objectionable for certain 
complexions than rose red, because, being 
higher than the latter, it tends to impart 
whiteness to them, in consequence of con­ 
trast of tone. A delicate green is, on the 
contrary, favorable to all fair complexions, 
without causing them to lose some of their 
freshness—those which arej^deficient in 
rose, and which may have been imparted to 
them without inconveniiftice ; but it is not 
so favorable to complexions that are more 
red than rosy, nor to those that have a 
tiut of orange mixed with brown, 
because the red they add to this tint 
will be of a brick-red hue—aud in 
the latter case a dark green will be less 
objectionable than a delicate green. 
Yellow imparts violet to a fair skin, 
and in this view it is less favorable 
than a delicate green. To those skins 
which are more yellow than orange, it 
imparts white, but this combination is 
very dull and heavy for a fair complex­ 
ion. When the skin is tinted more 
with orange than yellow, it can be 
made more roseate by neutralizing the 
yellow; it produces this effect upon the 
black-haired type, and it is thus that it 
suits brunettes. 
Violet, the comple­ 
mentary of yellow, produces contrary 
effects—thus, it imparts some greenish- 
yellow to fair complexions, it augments 
the yellow tint of yellow and orange 
skins, and the little blue there may be 
in a complexion it makes green ; violet, 
then, is one of the least favorable colors 
to the skin, at least when it is not suf­ 
ficiently deep to whiten it by contrast 
of tono, Blue imparts orange, which is 
susceptible of allying itself favorably to 
white aud the light tiesh tints of fair com­ 
plexions, which have already a more or 
less determined tint of this color. Blue is, 
then, suitable to most blondes, and in this 
case justifies its reputation ; it w ill not suit 
brunettes, since they have already too 
much orange. Orange is too brilliant to 
be elegant ; it makes lair complexions blue, 
whitens those which have an orange tint, 
and gives a green hue to those of a yellow 
tiut. Drapery of a lustrous white, such 
as cambric muslin, associates well with 
a fresh complexion, of which it relieves 
the rose color, but it is unsuitable to 
complexions which have a disagreeable 
tint, because white always exalts all 
colors by raising their t.rne, consequently 
it is unsuitable to those skins which, with­ 
out having this disagreeable tint, very 
nearly approach i t ; very light draperies or 
white, such as muslin, pleated or point 
lace, have an entirely different aspect. 
Black draperies, lowering the tone of the 
colors, with which they are in juxtaposi­ 
tion, whiten the skin ; but if the vermilliou 
or rosy parts are to a certain point distant 
from the drapery, it will follow- that, al­ 
though lowered in tone, they appear re­ 
latively to the white parts of the akin con­ 
tiguous to the same drapery redder than if 
the contiguity to the black did not exist. 
By attention to these rules, founded as 
they are on certain natural laws or princi­ 
ples, harmony and beauty ef apparel and 
complexiun are secured. 


Receipts. 
F is h C h o w d er.—Take five pounds of 
any hard, white fish, cut into small pieces, 
and free from Ekin and bone. Boil and 
slice eight common-sized potatoes. 
Fry 
until crisp four thin slices of salt pork in 
the kettle intended for the chowder. Take 
out the pork, slice two onions into the fat 
and fry brown. Cut into slices two more 
raw onions, and split open a dozen of but­ 
ter crackers. Take the onions out of the 
kettle, pour off nearly all the fat, put in a 
layer of fish, then a layer of potatoes with 
some of the onions, both raw and fried, 
and a little pepper aud salt. Repeat until 
half of the ingredients arc used, then scat­ 
ter over half of the fried pork cut into bits, 
and cover with a 'ayer of crackers. Layer 
the remainder of the chowder a3 before with 
the pork and cracker on top. Cover once and 
a half with cold water and boil slowly one 
hour. Stir in a cup of cream or rich milk 
juat before serving. It is best to use both 
salt and’ pepper sparingly while seasoning 
the layers, as they can be added if needed 
when done. 
Ba k ed Cabbage B a i.L3.—Take a large, 
firm cabbage, boil whole in salt and water 
till tender enough to eat, but not to fall to 
pieces; then lay in cold water till ready 
for use, or until perfectly cold. Take the 
leaves from the stalk without breaking 
them, lay three or four together open on the 
table until you have a dozen piles. Fry an 
onion and chop fine with the remainder of the 
cabbage leaves ; season lightly with salt 
and pepper, and mix in a pound of highly- 
seasoned sausage meat ; make into balls 
and lay them on your cabbage leaves ; roll 
the cabbage leaves around them, and tie 
firmly with a soft string ; lay in a baking 
pan with half a pint of stock or gravy 
and bake for 20 minutea in a moderately 
hot oven. 
B ee f a la M o d e.— Take a piece of round 
of beef, about six or eight pounds in 
weight; lard it with bacon dipped in salt, 
pepper, ground cloves and allspice ; put 
the beef in a pot which can be covered 
tightly, with some bacon, two carrots, a 
piece of celery, three or four small onions, 
a few slices of lemon, two laurel leaves and 
dried champiguon, to cover the meat with ; 
half vinegar and water, or wine and viue- 
gar; cover the pot closely and paste shut 
if you can and bake slowly four or five 
hours. Before serving, skim some fat off 
and take one tablespoonful of Hour and 
one teaspoonful of sugar; fry this very 
dark brown, add to the meat, and boil up 
again; then take meat out, strain the 
sauce, aud serve witii potatoes and parsnip 
salad. 
Breakfast. — Get three or four pounds 
of rump steak, cut about an inch thick; 
put an ounce of butter in a frying pan 
large enough to hold your steak, and let the 
butter melt without browning ; wash the 
steak quickly iu cold water and put it in 
the frying-pan, covering closely. 
As soon 
as it is tnoroughly heated, season with a 
teaspoonful ol salt and a saitspoonful of 
white pepper ; then push the pan back on 
the stove w here it will simmer—not boil — 
keeping it covered all the time and a 
weight on the cover. It will be found to 
be cooked and perfectly tender iu an hour 
and a half. P at on a hot. dish, and add 
haif a teacup of tomato or two tablespoon­ 
fuls of walnut catsup to the gravy in the 
pan, and pour it over the steak. 
P la in C h ic k e n F ricassef,.— Cut up 
the chickens, and wash well in salt water ; 
put them in a pot w ith enough cold water 
to cover them ; add (for two chickens) half 
a pound of salt pork, cut in thin strips ; 
cover, and let heat very slowly ; then stew 
until the fowls are tender. Cook slowly— 
if they cook fast they toughen and shrink. 
When almost done add, if desired, a 
chopped onion or two, some parsley and pep­ 
per ; cover closely again, and when it has 
heated to boiling, stir in slowly a teacup­ 
ful of milk, containing two beaten eggs 
and two teaspoonfuls of flour; boil up 
again and add a tablesponoful of good but­ 
ter. Arrange the chicken nicely in a deep 
dish, pour the gravy over and serve hot. 
P rizf, P lum P u d d i.no.— One ponnd rai­ 
sins, one pound currants, one pound suet, 
chopped tine ; three-quarters pound stale 
bread-crumbs, one-quarter pound flour, onc- 
quarter pound brown sugar, rind of one 
lemon, chopped fine; oue-half nutmeg 
grated, five eggs, one-half pound mixed 
candied peel, one-half pint brandy. Well 
mix all ingredients ; heat the eggs and 
mix the brandy, then pour over the other 
things and thoroughly mix ; to be boiled 
in a basin or mold for six hours a t the 
time of m aking, and six hours more when 
wanted for use. (This receipt is said to 


have taken a prize in London, as being the 
best in 500 receipts.) 
• 
T apioca C rea m .—Put two tablespoon­ 
fuls of tapioca to soak in cold w ater ; set 
it on the stove, and, when thoroughly dis­ 
solved, pour in a quart of milk. When 
this begias to boil stir in the yelks of two 
eggs well beaten, with a cup of sugar. 
When this boils atir in the whites, beaten 
to a stiff* froth, and take it immediately 
from the fire. Flavor to taste. 
S pa n ish C rea m .—One quart milk, four 
eggs, half an ounce of gelatine. Pour one 
pint of milk on tho gelatine ; whet suffi­ 
ciently soaked add the other pint of milk, 
and place it over the fire in a bain-marie. 
Beat the yelks of the eggs with three table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, and. stir into the milk 
just before it boils; when it comes to a 
boil, take it off; stir into it the whites of 
the eggs, beaten to a stiff froth with three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
Flavor with va­ 
nilla ; pour into molds. Use the next day. 
It may be eaten plain, or served w ith pre­ 
serves around it. 


EAST INDIA MILLET—AN OTHER LETTER 
FROM MR. SANDERS. 
Eds. Record-Union : The article from 
my pen published in the R kcord-U nio n 
some mouths ago, in which I endeavored to 
show the desirability of small farms, par­ 
ticularly here on the rich lands of the val­ 
ley in Fresno county, seemed to possess 
one item that has gone, since that time, 
to the uttermost parts of the earth, and to 
have been very extensively read, and, gen­ 
erally, to have resulted in a demand for 
further information on the same subject. 
Everybody knows that the Chinese, East 
Indiamen, and other people who fqllow 
agriculture in the densely populateiFfe- 
gions of the earth like China aud India, are 
tar better farmers thin we are. The neces­ 
sity for such superiority is found chiefly 
in the imperative demand for a greater 
yield to supply food to the great excess of 
population. Those regions have a climate 
like our own, a wet and dry season. It 
will thus beat once apparent to the think­ 
ing miud that we can make valuable im­ 
portations of seeds from those countries. 
Through the kindness of a friend then in 
Birma I obtained some seed of this millet 
in 1877, a part costing §8 per pound. I 
have tried it, as to growth, on both dry and 
irrigated ground. It will yield one heavy 
crop if it has only sufficient moisture in the 
spring to cause the seeds to grow. By irri­ 
gation it will outyicld any other crop. I 
planted a drill of it beside a ditch in rich 
ground ; it soon spread a foot in width, 
and yielded during the 296 days of its 
growth, over 100 pounds of green tender 
leaves and stalks to each square foot of 
ground, or at the enormous rate of over 
2,000 tons of green fodder per acre. Many 
stalks are over a dozen feet high, aud over 
luO stalks from a single seed is quite com­ 
mon w here it is planted in hills. Like all 
other plants long under cultivation, it now 
consists of many varieties; different va­ 
rieties being suited to differences of soil, 
climate aud length of season. None of 
them, however, will mature eeed in a very 
cold climate or very short season. The 
most dwarf one that I have tried requires 
178 days from time of planting to mature 
its first crop of seed. But, as new heads 
are constantly forming on suckers aud 
limbs from the joints, it will ripen an addi­ 
tional crop of seed every succeeding ten 
days, until etopped by frost. Peter Hen­ 
derson, an old and reliable market gardener 
of New York city, raised an acre of one 
variety of it for seed during the summer of 
1877. He publishes an account of it on 
page 420 of the November numher of the 
American Agriculturist of that year. He 
says : 
“ The millet was sown in drills eighteen 
inches apart—eight quarts to the acre—on 
the 15th of May. * * The first cutting 
was made July 1st, forty-five days after 
sowing ; it was then seven feet high, cov­ 
ering the whole greuiid. The crop weighed 
green thirty tons per acre : when dried 
six and a half of hay per acre. After cut­ 
ting a second growth started and was cut 
August 15th, forty-five days from the time 
of the • lirst cutting. Its hight was nice 
teet; weight fifty-five tons per acre green ; 
eight tons dried. The third crop started 
as rapidly as the second, but the cool Sep­ 
tember nights lessened its tropical luxuri­ 
ance, so that this crop, w hich was cut on 
October 1st, only weighed ten tons green 
and one and a half tons dried. * * The 
aggregate weight was ninety-five tons of 
green fodder iu 135 days from the time of 
sowing, and sixteen tons when dried to 
hay. * * There is little doubt that the 
pearl millet is equally as nutritious as coru 
fodder, which it resembles even more than 
it does any of the other inillet3. We found 
that all our horses and cattle ate it greed­ 
ily, whether green or dry. * * Though 
our Northern seasons are too short to ma­ 
ture the seeds, our experiments show what 
abundant crops may be expected. It pre­ 
sents a new feature in our agriculture, and 
I feel sure that within ten years w e shall 
wonder how we ever got on without it.” 
In Moore's Rural Rew Yorker of Novem­ 
ber 2d a full-page illustration is given of 
a bunch grow n from a single seed. The 
editor says in describing i t : 
“ Many of the stems were nearly of the 
same hight, the highest being ten feet one 
inch. Three feet from the ground the cir­ 
cumference was thirteen feet nine inches. 
* * 
There were fifty-two stalks, the 
weight of which was forty-two and one- 
half pounds.” 
In addition to the seed obtained from 
India referred to above, I obtained seed 
from every place of its growth in our own j 
country. But none of it grew as well or 
gave as good satisfaction as that imported 
from dry, hot, interior Asia. That, and 
our longer season—more than twice as long 
as that in which Mr. Henderson raised his— 
will account probably for any superior suc­ 
cess. Here, perfectly adapted as it is to 
our soil and climate, it will make a dense 
growth four feet in hight, heavy enough to 
be cut for hay every eighty days, or in one 
of our longest seasons it can be cut ten 
times during the year. It3 new growth 
comes as naturally and quickly as does al- 
falta after cutting. I have it growing with 
alfalfa in my pasture. My stodk are never 
troubled with bloat. My neighbors are 
loosing valuable animals from that cause, 
while mine are exempt. I never attributed 
it to this additional forage until the other 
da}', when a neighbor, who had just lost 
two valuable cows, came to me for seed, 
saying : “ I have watched this matter for 
a couple of years, and I shall never let my 
stock < at alfalfa alone another year. Mil­ 
let saves your stock, and I know it will 
save any stock that have ever so little in 
their pasture. ” The roots of millet are not 
reliably perennial. Some have lived over 
winter, but most of them have been killed 
by frost. I know very little of the range 
of soil in which it can be successfully 
grown. It lias not yet been tested over a 
sufficient area of couutry. Our soil is of a 
light loam. It grows to perfection here. 
Wherever I may live in future I shall cer­ 
tainly try to raise it. I would like to see 
it tried in every variety of soil and climate 
in our State, and the results of its growth 
reported in the R ecord-U n io n ; and sup­ 
plemental to tiiis wish I will, in aD3wer to 
dozens of inquiries, give my directions for 
its culture : Don’t plow your ground for this 
crop till weeds have made a good growth 
and the ground has become warm in the 
early spring ; then plow deep and harrow 
thoroughly ; this will keep back the weeds, 
which is necessary, as it makes but a feeble 
growth for some time. 
Then while the 
ground is yet moist from harrowing, mark 
off iu shallow furrows—u-ing a com marker 
—so 33 to make them but two or three 
inches deep ; make them three feet apart; 
drop the seed at once, about a foot apart, 
in the drills, and cover with pulverized 
earth iminc’diately, harrowing lengthwise 
of the drills or furrows. Two pounds of 
seed is sufficient for an acre. These direc­ 
tions are to grow it for seed or cut-up fod­ 
der. For pasture or hay sow twice as 
thick, in drills one foot apart; or sow 
thinly broadcast, using five to ten pounds 
of seed per acre.

STRANGE STORIES ABOUT ANIMALS. 
A case of suicide in the dog is given bT 
Morns, as an illustration of man a pitiless­ 
ness to his worn-out animal dependents. 
The poor animal was old, infirm, paralyzed, 
useless, an outcast and a wanderer. I’rior 
to its tuicide by drowning it was character­ 
ized by sadness of look. It obviously 
pondered its course of action, exhibited for 
a time hesitancy, but at last carne to a de­ 
cision, and acted upon it with promptness 
and resolution. I t preferred death to its 
experience in life, and refused to allow it­ 
self to be saved. 
In another instance cited by the samo 
author, the dog was old, diseased, dis­ 
tracted with pain. It, too, drowned itself 
with the utmost deliberation, first casting 
a last piteous, “ longing, lingering, look 
at its master, who had suspected it ot be­ 
ing affected by, and probably had deserted 
it for the suspected, rabies. 
An old collie (shepherd’s dog) in Caith­ 
ness, troubled with the infirmities of age, 
including deafness and the loss of teeth, 
in 1876 committed suicide—here again by 
drowning. “ Evidently age was a burden 
to him. The day before the last scene in 
the drama was enacted he was observed to 
take a general survey of the locality he 
was about to quit forever—in a very shaky 
way. He then wended his way over the 
ground familiar to him in his hunting days 
to the sea-shore—a distance of about two 
miles — and without taking a longing, 
lingering look behind he plunged into the 
sea aud expired. The act tvas witnessed 
by a number of persons on the shore. ’’ 
A Newfoundland dog “ of great age” 
had his feelings wounded by being scolded, 
beaten in pretense only by means of a 
pocket handkerchief, and having a door 
shut in iiis face when about to leave a room 
with his usual companions—a nurse and 
her group of children. Soon after he was 
found alive, but with his head altogether 
or partly submerged in a ditch, lie was 
dragged out. But now he refused to eat 
or drink, aud before long he was fouuil in 
the same position in the same ditch, but 
this time dead. He had succeeded in this 
second determined attempt at drowning, 
having failed in securing his purpose with 
sufficient rapidity and directness by star­ 
vation. 
A captive monkey that committed 
suicide by drowning, prior to the act was 
noticed to become morose. It refused all 
companionship, bit viciously, and had a 
marked fixity and vagueness—as if coa- 
templative—of gaze (Forbes). 
An American canvas-back duck used its 
bill to keep itself submerged till it was 
drowned, seizing water-weeds attached to 
or growing from the bottom of a pond or 
lake (Gilimore). "Certain fowls were de­ 
termined upon suicide, and many jumped 
deliberately overboard ” on the African 
lake Albert Nyauza (Bakt-r). 
Captive 
birds sometimes poison themselves, ap­ 
parently preferring death to confinement. 
The American stag or deer commits sui­ 
cide sometimes when seized or attacked by 
the glutton, by precipitating itself against 
trees (I’ierquin aud Watson). 
Dr. Bidie has put upon record a very de­ 
cided case of suicide in the common black 
scorpion of Southern India, as it occurs, for 
instance, iu Madras. One was placed ex­ 
perimentally in a glazed entomological 
case and exposed to the sun’s rays. “ The 
light and heat seemed to irritate it very 
much. Taking a common botanical lens, I 
focussed the rays of the sun on its back. 
The moment this was done it began to run 
hurriedly about the ease, hissing ami spit­ 
ting in a very fierce way. This experi­ 
ment was repeated some four or five times 
with like results. But, on trying it once 
again, the scorpion turned up its tail and 
plunged the sting into its own back. In 
less than half a minute life was quite ex­ 
tinct.” Another Indian officer confirmed 
Dr. Bidie’s observation subsequently by as­ 
serting “ that scorpions do commit, suicide 
is a well-know u fact. They turn back their 
tails and sting themselves to death ; ” for 
instance, “ when surrounded by a circle of 
glowing embers,” from which presumably 
they infer escape to be impossible and 
death by the torture of burning imminent. 
Pasley’8 experiments on scorpions also led 
to their death by suicide. 
A certain trap-door spider of New Zea­ 
land combines murder of its young with 
voluntary sacrifice of its own life. “ It is 
jierfectly clear to me,” says a mo,t intelli­ 
gent observer and descriher of its habits, 
Robert Gillies, C. E., President of the 
Otago Institute, “ that the spider deliber­ 
ately sealed its nest and starved itself and 
its young to death. It evidently could not 
bear to leave its home, for it could have 
done so easily at any time w ith its young. 
The partial marring of its handiwork 
seemed to have so disheartened it that it 
sealed itself up in its own mined house a 
broken-hearted architect and builder.” 
In the town near which I reside there 
are at least two large dogs whose peculiari­ 
ties are well known to many of the inhab­ 
itants, and especially to school children, 
which dogs are habitually sent by their 
masters (merchants of the town) to pur­ 
chase bread for themselves. Each carries 
a penny in its mouth and each trots off, 
whenever a penny is given to it, to a cer­ 
tain baker’s shop. There they rear them­ 
selves upon their hind legs, place their 
fore paws well 
on 
the 
counter, 
and thus firmly supporting themselves, 
they drop their penny on the counter, 
receiving a roll in return. This they carry 
back in their mouth in one case irtact, the 
dog not eating its allowance till, the bread 
being broken up and offered, it understands 
it to be for its own use, and devours the 
fragments. * * * Much less common, 
but more suggestive incidents are the fol­ 
lowing : A certain terrier, now dead— 
“ Captain ”—long well-known in Rothesay, 
publicly begged money from suitable per­ 
sons, showing great discrimination n the 
selection of persons to whom ho made his 
j appeal. When he had an excess of funds 
—more than he required to buy his modi­ 
cum of bread at tho baker’s—he hid his 
money in the office of his master (who was 
and is still harbormaster), or sometimes 
about the quay, in which latter ease 
his 
hoards 
were frequently found 
and appropriated by some needy and 
greedy quay porters or street araba. Ho 
carried on this profitable business of beg­ 
ging on his own account till his teeth were 
quite worn down by the incessant friction 
of the coins he had caught cp and 
carried. 
A certain Newfoundland dog when of­ 
fered a coin, if not at the moment hungry, 
would hide it under his mat, thus gradu­ 
ally accumulating a fund of coppers, from 
which he abstracted a penny or half penny 
at a time, according to the state of his ap­ 
petite. He knew perfectly well the differ­ 
ence "between the coins and their rela­ 
tive value, and that he was entitled t* 
receive two biscuits for the larger sum 
and only one for the half-penny. Some­ 
times he only wanted a single biscuit, anil 
wished for the change out of his penny. 
Now and then he took a fancy for a 
French roll by way of a variety. If 
you gave him sixpence he would receive 
the change, and then allow you to take it 
out of his mouth, satisfied with his two 
! biscuits. A retriever, “ in consequence of 
being repeatedly tricked, never lets the 
Íienny out of his reach nntil the roll is 
aid down.”

N ew Y o rk, A pril 1, 1SS0. 
The arrest of Dion Boucicault, the other 
day, at the instigation of his wife—known 
to the theatrical world as Agnes Robert­ 
son—caused much surmise and comment. 
It was made on the ground that he was 
about to leave the State, aod that, if he 
should be allowed to depart without re­ 
striction, any judgment against him, when 
obtained in her forthcoming suit for ab­ 
solute divorce, would be rendered in­ 
effectual. To a great many people, who 
never know anything until they read it in 
the newspapers, the publication of the fact 
was the first intelligence received that the 
Boucicaults were not really happy in 
their union. But to the large class 
of persons acquainted with green-room 
gossip, the matrimonial disharmonies of 
the dramatic pair had long been familiar. 
It was understood that they had separated 
by mutual consent; that she had agreed to 
stay in Europe with her children, and that 
he had decided to live here, the breadth of 
the sea preventing any active hostilities 
between them. Her sudden appearance on 
this side of the Atlantic, legally armed 
against him, was not anticipated by any­ 
body. His friends say that his arrest by 
her direction was prompted by malice, and 
so partakes of the nature of persecution 
that lie will henceforth do everything in 
his power to thwart her purposes. Per­ 
sona who know 
BOUCICAULT 
Are well aware that amiability is not one 
of his weaknesses, and that when his tem­ 
per, a compound of ail that is worst in 
French and Irish nature, has been fully 
aroused, he is not a pleasant com­ 
panion. He has many enemies—he has a 
talent for making them—and they say that 
he is very selfish aud unscrupulous, and that 
he has no higher motive or object in 
life than the 
gratification of his 
own interest. His friends, on the other 
hand, aver that while he is quick-tempered 
and loves, like most of us, to have his own 
way, he is warm-hearted and generous to a 
fault ; that there is not a drop of mean 
blood in his whole body, and that he har­ 
bors no resentment even against those who 
have injured him most. It.has been said 
that the noted playwright has made his 
wife as liberal an allowance since their sep­ 
aration as “ his means would permit,” and 
she represents it as very small, even for a 
man of very slender fortune. If he should 
provide for her in proportion to his income 
she would be endowed like a princess. 
Probably no author of his time has made 
so much by his pen as Dion Boucicault. 
He has written, translated and adapted 
over two hundred plays, and it is estimated 
that he has got from all.sources not less 
than $2,500,000, most of which he has 
spent lavishly, even recklessly. Ever since 
he produced, at the early age of 
18, the still popular and very clever come­ 
dy, “ Loudon Assurance,” he has had as 
playwright a series of successes. Not a 
few of his pieces have failed; hut a fail­ 
ure, now and then, is nothing to an author 
of his unbounded resources. He has as a 
rule been uniformly prosperous ; and, de­ 
spite his unblushing plagiarisms and whole­ 
sale plunderings, he is one of the cleverest 
men alive. Thd history of the “ Colleen 
Bawn” demonstrates this. On his return 
to England from this country in I860, he 
bought one morning at a London book-stall 
a copy of Gerald Griffin’s “ Collegians,” 
which he U3ed as a sort of basis or source 
of inspiration, and, three days after, pre­ 
sented his play complete to the Adelphi 
Theatre for rehearsal. It was almost the 
first, if not quite the first, of the pieces 
now named sensation dramas. It has been 
given at nearly every theatre in Britain 
and America; it was translated into 
French, and brought out at the Ambigú, 
Paris, and has 
yielded Boucicault 
fully $300,000, which is at the rate of 
$100,000 a day for the time he was occu­ 
pied in preparing it. Can you name any 
other writer, past or present, who has 
earned such splendid wages? The Bouci­ 
caults have been married twenty-seven 
years, but during the last seven or eight 
have seen very little of one another. They 
have had, I believe, eight children, five of 
whom are living. It seems strange that a 
couple must needs go apart after so long a 
connection. They were mutually very 
much in love up to ten or twelve years 
ago. Their intercourse was of the tender- 
est, most sympathetic kind; it was so 
permeated with 
DEAREST A (INKS AND DARLING DION 
That their intimates often smiled at their 
spooneyness. Their early attachment was 
intensely romantic, and it was continually 
remarked, even after they had reached 
middle-age, that they were more like 
youthful lovers than like man and wife. 
The first cause of their estrangement, it is 
said, was their disagreement about pro­ 
fessional life. He wanted her to leave 
the stage ten years ago. She did 
not wish to ; but he commanded, and 
sha, as the story goes, obeyed, though under 
protest. But she could not long obey, for 
she is a woman and an actress. She re­ 
turned to the theater in opposition to his 
vehemently expressed will ; she imagined 
that she could not exist without the foot­ 
lights. This enraged her husband and 
wounded his pride—the pride he once had 
in her. She was not then fit for the stage 
and she should have known it. Twenty- 
odd years ago she was very attractive, 
being pretty, slender, graceful, elegant. 
She grew, as most English women do, very- 
stout and rather coarse ; she lost every par­ 
ticle of her personal loveliuess. It was 
painful to see her, especially to those who 
remembered her in her youth. And yet— 
so blinded are we by our vanity—she could 
not perceive that she had materially 
changed ; that she was the antipodes of her 
former self. How well 1 recollect their 
walking arm-in-arm in Broadway, two de­ 
cades since, a handsome and apparently- 
very happy pair. Tney seemed wholly 
devoted to one another ; their example wa3 
edifying; they were illustrious instances of 
a perfectly harmonious wedded couple. 
And now they are enemies and disjoined 
forever. 
Complaints are many and loud of the 
manner in which 
CUSTOMS INSPECTORS 
Often perform their duty toward private 
citizens returning from Europe. These 
passengers say that they are put to need­ 
less trouble and annoyance on landing from 
the steamers; that, during the moral 
spasms with which the Government is peri­ 
odically afflicted, they are invariably sus­ 
pected, without the lea't reason, of trying 
to smuggle. Some passengers certainly 
have such expi r ence as is not calculated 
to insure amiability. 
During a recent voyage of one of the 
Wnite Star vessels, a woman from Cleve­ 
land was for some occult cause suspected of 
concealing contraband goods on her person ; 
but when she reached here she had nodiffi­ 
culty with her baggage, which was 
promptly passed. But another woman, of 
this city, got confounded somehow with 
the Clevelander, and was surprised and in­ 
dignant when informed on reaching the 
dock that she must submit to a vigorous 
examination. She was accordingly put 
into the hands of feminine inspectors, natu­ 
rally and necessarily not the most agreea­ 
ble of their sex ; forced, as is the custom, 
to disrobe herself, and was searched literally 
from head to heel. Nothing whatever was 
found, as may be supposed ; but the offi­ 
cers still imagined that they could not be 
mistaken. If not she, it must be some­ 
body else in her party resolved to defraud 
the revenue. Under this impression, her 


husband was ruthlessly explored—not by 
feminine inspectors, however — with a 
like fruitless result. Not Sutisfied yet, 
they seized upon a niece traveling with 
the couple, stripped her in the same fashion 
by proxy, and were unrewarded for their 
pains. Still hoping to redeem themselves, 
they accused a woman living in Charleston, 
South Carolina, of smuggling, and she also 
was reduced to Godiva garb without mak­ 
ing any discoveries. 
All the persons 
searched were persons of high respecta­ 
bility, who would naturally be beyond 
suspicion. No wonder that they were, and 
continued to be angry. Such process is 
bad enough for a man. For a refined, 
sensitive woman it is a gross indignity, if 
not a positive indecency. 
SETH GREEN, 
The noted fishculturist of this State, whose 
square, honest, ruddy face, and white flow­ 
ing beard are familiar to many New York­ 
ers, has been telling a journalist here how 
he happened to adopt his specialty. He 
says that he had long beeu^fisliing in the 
lake (Ontario) for a livelihood, and his 
trade had largely increased. He had finally 
set up a fish market in Rochester, supply­ 
ing the whole country around with trout, 
pickerel, salmon, white fish, etc. A good 
live fisherman, he was in the habit of going 
up the streams emptying into the lake to 
catch trout, salmon and other game fish. 
One day he saw a fine female salmon, 
weighing some six pounds, come up the 
stream, accompanied by her mate and sev­ 
eral other fish. Getting behind a tree to 
escape observation—the salmon is very 
wary—he saw the female scoop out with 
her tail a place in the bottom of the brook. 
After a while she would swim off coquet- 
tisbly, and returning would continue the 
work, her companions aiding her. The 
thought occurred to Green that she must 
be putting down spawn where other fish 
could not get at it. Brook trout are very 
fond of salmon spawn, and devour it 
wherever found. Salmon spawn is extreme­ 
ly fertile, if out of reach aud sight. Green 
grew so interested in the incident he had 
witnessed that he climbed the tree the next 
day and sat among the boughs to make 
further observation, which he could readily 
do on account of the clearness of the water. 
He resolved that, when lie had a little more 
money, he would undertake pisieulture, 
which had already been begun in England. 
He read everything he could find on the 
subject, and as soon as he had an income of 
$1,200 beyond his needs he secured a brook 
near Rochester, and with five miles of it 
under his control, he invented hatching- 
boxes, and prosecuted the business regu­ 
larly. He has succeeded admirably, as 
everyone knows, and has acquired a na­ 
tional and, indeed, a transatlantic reputa­ 
tion. Seth Green’s fish-breeding grounds 
near Rochester are one of the principal 
sights of the neighborhood, and one of the 
first places visited by strangers and tour­ 
ists generally. 
Arch heretic as 
RALPH WALDO EMERSON 
Is inevitably considered to be by all ortho­ 
dox theologians, his principles are so pure, 
his standard so high, and his life so ex­ 
alted, that the most rigorously evangelical 
can find nothing in them or it to condemn 
or disapprove. In discussing him and his 
doctrines they have been sorely troubled 
to determine what is to be his place in the 
world to come. Some of them have held 
that he is really a gifted, learned, refined 
pagan, like Blato and Aristotle ; that, in 
the Divine wisdom and mercy, special 
provision would be made for him as for all 
pure and conscientious heathen who hap­ 
pened to life before Christianity had been 
born. Others have thought that lie must 
be eternally punished for wasting of his fine 
capacities, for his pride of intellect in 
which he wholly trusts, rejecting the sim­ 
ple teachings of the Scriptures. The sage 
of Concord lias, iu truth, given the ortho­ 
dox divines no little concern. They have 
been unalde to classify him; all sorts of 
opinions have been expressed as to bis 
spiritual destination—most of them consid­ 
ering that, while he is too skeptical to be 
saved, he is too good to be damned. A 
Baptist preacher here was asked, not long 
ago, what his views on the subject were. 
He replied : “ My creed prevents me from 
lielieving that Emerson can go to Heaven. 
But everything forbids the idea of his go­ 
ing to hell. Indeed, hell is impossible for 
such a man as Emerson. If he should go 
there he would change the climate. Where 
Emerson is hell cannot be !” 
VARIETIES. 
This is the season of auctions, when 
Eastern rugs, embroideries, bric-a-brac 
and articles for household decoration are 
offered for sale. Such is the rage for these 
things at present that the auction-rooms 
are often crowded, women being largely 
represented, and the articles frequently 
bring more than they would in the regular 
shops. When people catch the auction 
fever it is very hard to cure them. Women, 
indeed, are never fully healed. 
The Lotus Club has just celebrated the 
tenth anniversary of its life. Excellent 
and popular as the club now is, it was 
originally founded—so some of the old 
members say—as a blackmailing organiza­ 
tion. That is, some of the men instru­ 
mental in getting it up were newspaper 
critics, who hoped by its establishment to 
be able to compel theatrical and musical 
agents and managers into their pecuniary 
service. The design of the dishonest fel­ 
lows was soon detected by the honorable 
Lotos-eaters, and they were promptly ex­ 
pelled.

No 
young woman in New York can supply her 
place. She is exceedingly attractive with­ 
out a particle of supineness. 
Somebody says that Rev. Joseph Cook is 
trying to win Eli Perkins’ richly-deserved 
laurels a9 the champion liar of America. 
A number of Grant men are cont rma ly 
declaring that Tilden won’t be a candidate 
for the Presidency, unless he feels confi­ 
dent that he can get the nomination. But 
is not Grant playing precisely the same 
game ?

There is a long list of these authors, at the 
mention of whose names everybody is ex­ 
pected to bow, aud against whose excel­ 
lence nobody is permitted to object any­ 
thing, save at the penalty of being written 
down a fool or an ignoramus. There is 
Milton, for example. Everybody is bound 
to admire “ Paradise Lost,” aud every­ 
body pretends to do so ; and yet it is a 
perfectly safe assertion that not one in five 
hundred has ever read the poem through. 
The same may be said of Spenser and 
Chancer, aud indeed of most of the older 
poets and prose writers. We confess that 
nothing Macauley ever 
us so much as his 
some praise of the 
of Milton.

through the overbearing dogmatism of old 
Samuel Johnson, himself one of the most 
intolerable of literary prigs. 
Who ever 
reads “ Rasselas” in these days ? Who ever 
read it with pleasure in any days ? And 
who can wade through the ponderous ver­ 
biage of the “ Rambler” aud the “ Idler”? 
There is Wordsworth again, of whom it is 
the fashion nowadays to SDeak as though 
he was the poet of a higher culture, whose 
writings every member of the Illuminati is 
in duty bound to extol. How many peo­ 
ple honestly like Wordsworth ? Of course 
there are sonnets here and there, and occa­ 
sional short poems of his which deserve to 
be remembered, but who has ever been 
delighted with the “ Excursion,” and who 
ever read “ Peter B eil” without feel­ 
ing equally depressed by the imbecility 
of the conception and the clumsiness of 
the execution ? 
No doubt this is flat 
blasphemy, but blasphemy has ceased to 
he terrible, for this is an iconoclastic age, 
and there are few things better worth 
doing than the shattering of mean and ser­ 
vile conventionalisms. Fashionable and 
hereditary literary tastes and likings are 
pretty certain to he false and foolish. If 
people who real would declare frankly 
who their favorite authors were, how many 
sounding reputations would shrivel, and 
how many modest ones would rise into 
notice. There are few or none of us who 
are not so much slaves to this tendency 
that we cumber the shelves of our book­ 
cases w ith scores of volumes in which we 
find no enjoyment, and which represent 
nothing more than a fashionable agreement 
to make believe that the author was a 
great writer. 
Anything that tends to break down this 
servility, and restore independence of liter­ 
ary judgment to the world, is an aid to 
mental progress of the most important 
kind. For there can be no doubt that the 
sluggishness which leads men to take opin­ 
ions at second hand is one of the main 
canses of the slow growth of human intel­ 
ligence and civilization. We find by com­ 
parative anatomy that nature abandons 
organs and limbs which cease to be em­ 
ployed, and that in course of time these 
organs and limbs are reproductd in an 
aborted way, aud as mere rudiments. In 
the same manner the capacity to form in­ 
dependent judgments is lost if the faculty 
is never exercised, and the individual be­ 
comes incapable of doing anything more 
than to repeat automatically the opinions of 
ot hers. Fashions in literature, as in all other 
matters, are the direct effects of aborted 
judgments. It is evident that in a highly 
individualized society there would he no 
fashions such as now govern the world, for 
men and women would refuse to imitate 
one another without reasons ascertained, 
and each one would refer to his or her own 
judgment for the determination of what­ 
ever question was presented. And this 
general individualization is the highest and 
best expression of the truest progress and 
civilization. JIow far we are yet from it 
may be perceived when we consider the 
extent to which fashion, whether in litera­ 
ture, or art, or costume, still rules society. 
So little advance has been made that when 
a bold writer like Mr. Payn tells the world 
how insincere and hypocritical are its ac­ 
cepted literary canons, the first feeling 
evoked is one of astonishment at the 
temerity of the assertion. Yet it is very 
certain that such trenchant and merciless 
criticism is the only thing that can 
break the fetters of custom in which the 
majority move. There is indeed a marked 
tendency even among the most highly edu­ 
cated people to crystallize and harden into 
castes controlled by conventions ; and such 
castes are quite as impenetrable by the 
spirit of progress as are the more sordid cir­ 
cles of uneducated dulnees and barbarism. 
Constant criticism of accepted doctrines is 
the only guarantee for vital movement. 
The literary gods of one generation ought 
not to he worshiped by another, and when 
they are something is generally wrong. 
The world may not realize its obligations 
to those who assail its literary shams, but 
for all that they are among its best friends, 
and we wish there were more of them. 


Congressman Berry's bill to appropriate ! 
$2ó0,000 for the improvement of the Cali­ 
fornia rivers injured by mining debris is 
tolerably certain to pass if; Congress sees 
that the State Legislature has taken action 
in the matter without waiting for national 
aid ; hut should the debris hill now before 
the Legislature fail to become a law, we 
think it may be predicted with perfect 
safety that Mr. Berry’s bill will go the 
same way. Congress would naturally con­ 
clude that if the question was of so little 
importance as to call for no remedial meas­ 
ures on the part of the State, no necessity 
could exist for a national appropriation. 
The easiest way to secure that appropria­ 
tion is to pass the pending State bill. 
The old adage that Heaven helps those 
who help themselves is applicable to this 
case, and no other logic is. 


THE INSURANCE BILL. 
Senate Bill No. loo »ul come up as the 
special order in the Assembly to-day, and 
the best thing that body can do with it is 
to kill it. There is neither demand nor 
justification for any such legislation as this 
bill proposes, but, on the contrary, it is 
distinctly and unmistakably against public 
policy. It represents nothing more than 
the irrepressible greed of two or three lo­ 
cal insurance companies, which seek to 
drive their competitors out of the business 
in order that they may secure more of it. 
There is only one possible justification for 
insurance legislation, and that ¡3 the ob­ 
taining of greater security for the public. 
This bill, however, proposes to diminish 
the security of the insurer, by reducing 
the aggregate of capital invested in the 
business on this coast, and by increasing 
the proportion of risks to capital. A 
movement more utterly selfish in its aims 
could not he conceived, and the Assembly 
ought not to entertain it. If any legisla­ 
tion is to he had on this subject it should 
be directed to the restriction of risks, and 
the prohibition of unsafe and excessive 
insurance. 
The local companies that 
have been besieging the Legislature all 
through the session do not want any­ 
thing of that kind, however. All they 
require is that the State of California 
should bolster them up at the expense of 


the public, by banishing some forty-five 
Eastern and foreign companies. We have 
already shown in previous examinations of 
this matter that these local companies are 
even now carrying greater risks in propor­ 
tion to their capital than is at all safe, aud 
that as a consequence they are not giving 
their customers adequate security. Yet 
they come here and ask that they shall be 
permitted to increase their risks still fur­ 
ther, without adding a dollar to their capi­ 
tal. W hat they are really asking is that 
the public shall be deprived of protection 
in order ,to swell their profits. The de­ 
mand is as unreasonable as if a hanker 
should solicit permission to withdraw his 
capital and double his business at the same 
time. The Legislature cannot afford to 
assume the responsibility of so flagrantly 
unjust aud impolitic a measure. It is the 
interest of the people that there should he 
as many insurance companies as can find 
business, and the Legislature should only 
interfere in the matter for the purpose 
of protecting insurers by guarding against 
excessive insurance. 
If all the insur­ 
ance of San Francisco was in the 
hands of local companies, the effect would 
be to deprive the city of all insurance, and 
that is the end to which these local com­ 
panies appear to be working. Their pre­ 
tense that they wish to compel the increase 
of the capital of companies doing business 
in the State, is nothing more than a blind. 
Such increase of capital as this bill re­ 
quires can afford no greater security than 
exists at present. For it is not the amount 
of capital possessed by an insurance com­ 
pany that constitutes its soundness, hut 
the character and distribution of its risks. 
A company with a paid-up capital of 
$200,000 may easily be safer than one with 
a paid-up capital of §1,000,000. The in­ 
crease of capital, therefore, affords no 
guarantee to the public, and in fact the 
only motive for introducing it was to drive 
out the smaller companies. The bill has 
HO title to legislative confidence, and mem­ 
bers who have any regard for their record 
will vote against it. 
A GOVERNMENT FOR ALASKA. 
Co*ngress appears well disposed to pro­ 
vide some kind of territorial government 
for Alaska, aud judging from the reports 
; of those who have visited the region re- 
j ceritly, something of the kind is needed. 
i The Indian tribes inhabiting the Territory 
1 are for the most part a simple and harm­ 
less people, though we have no doubt that 
they are quite as capable of being driven 
to desperation as the other tribes our Gov­ 
ernment has expt rimented upon with such 
disastrous effects. Apparently there is 
no need for more than a skeleton govern­ 
ment in Alaska, and it is to he hoped that 
if Congress does anything about the mat­ 
ter it will see that there are no lurking jobs 
in the appointments made. Unfortunately 
American politicians have been in the habit 
of regarding new Territories very much as 
the Roman politicians did of old, namely, 
as providential arrangements for making 
money by crooked ways. There has been 
in the past a great deal of scandal and cor­ 
ruption connected with territorial govern­ 
ment, and therefore, before the old game is 
recommenced in Alaska, some warning 
ought to be given to those who are in 
power. 
Considerable efforts have been 
made to evangelize the Indians of Alaska, 
and the reported success is such as would 
not probably have obtained had the supply 
of white men in the Territory been ex­ 
tremely meager. It is not likely that there 
will he any important attempt to settle 
Alaska yet awhile, though we are informed 
that it contains plenty of fertile and well- 
situated laud in the interior. 
For some 
time to come, however, it will probably be 
only necessary to prevent the monopoly of 
its undeveloped resources by those keen­ 
witted people who are continually wander­ 
ing over the continent looking for inchoate 
bonanzas. There is some encouragement in 
the thought that few ambitious politicians 
are likely to covet positions in sodistant and 
inaccessible and bleak a region, moreover, 
and for this reason it may be possible to 
intrust the government to men possessing 
no other recommendation than fitness. It 
is also to he hoped that if anything is done 
about the Indians, a new kind of Indian 
Agent will he invented for the occasion, 
for the old brand has been so unsuccessful 
and so terribly expensive in every way, 
that it would really repay Congress well to 
try a new departure. If at the same time 
precautions could be taken to keep rum 
out of the Territory, the proposed exten­ 
sion of government to Alaska might prove 
beneficial rather than otherwise. 


gland will be called upon to choose sides. 
The sympathies of the people are naturally 
with Germany, but it is certainly doubtful 
if the Liberal party' is not bent upon 
a foreign policy which is calculated 
to alienate that power, and to force Eng­ 
land into an unnatural and pernicious 
alliance with Russia. As between Ger­ 
many and France, all her traditions and 
interests and ties of kinship, move her to 
prefer the former ; but the Liberal leaders 
are in greater sympathy with the latter. 
It would not be the first time in English 
history that the statesmen of that country 
have been so blind to the tendencies of the 
age as to seek impossible alliances. Queen 
Elizabeth yearned most perversely after 
such an alliance with Philip the Second of 
Spain, though it would have involved the 
marrying of light with darkness, of pro­ 
gress with despotism, of free thought with 
the most brutal intolerance. England has 
no more in common with Russia than 
1’rotestant Elizabeth had with Papist 
Philip, hut Mr. Gladstone’s transcendental, 
ritualistic statesmanship, exposes him at 
times to marvelous mistakes, arid un­ 
fortunately he is far too earnest evt-r 
to perceive them. 
And since Germany 
is very certainly stronger than Russia, and 
since Germany and Austria can well en­ 
counter Russia and France together, it is 
by no means clear that the Russian alliance 
would be a safe one. Should the former 
neutral policy be maintained the outlook 
will not be much better, for a power which 
is too selfish to have friends, and which 
retires within itself at the first alarm 
of danger, is apt to become the target of 
all its neighbors when they have settled 
their other difficulties, and in such a case 
is very certain to be overwhelmed. The 
Liberals may think it advisable to main­ 
tain the positions abroad taken by their 
predecessors, and if they do this the result 
may he harmless. But it is evident that 
the tendencies of the new Government are 
likely to be dangerous, and that if itdoes not 
bring the country into had relations with 
the continental powers it will only he be­ 
cause it refrains from pursuing the line it 
has heretofore been identified with.

THE LEVEES OF SACRAMENTO. 
It is always an unthankful duty to call 
attention to matters which require the 
imposition of fresh taxation, bnt it is 
often an imperative duty notwithstanding. 
The preservation and maintenance of the 
levees of Sacramento must be provided for 
under all circumstances, hut if the public 
would consent to the adoption of a plan 
involving steady work upon these levees, 
we should in a few years he able to put 
them in an absolutely impregnable condi­ 
tion, aud this without requiring a heavy 
expenditure at any one time. As it is we 
are too apt to neglect the levees during 
fine weather, and then when high water 
comes, and danger is apprehended, a 
great deal of spasmodic aud hasty work 
has to be done. Probably the wisest and 
1 most business-like course would he to ascer­ 
tain in the first instance, through an en­ 
gineering survey, how best the levees can 
be made invulnerable, and at what ex­ 
pense. 
The plans once drawn for a 
thorough and complete system, it would 
only be necessary to appropriate a certain 
moderate amount to the work every year, 
and at the end of ten or twelve years the 
system would be completed, and the city 
would he protected for all time, without 
having really felt the burden of f \ation. 
An annual appropriation of ten or fifteen 
thousand dollars devoted to the prosecution 
of this purpose would produce great and 
permanent results in a few years, and the 
very knowledge that such a system had 
been adopted and was being steadily car­ 
ried out would cause property to appre­ 
ciate, and would encourage permanent im­ 
provements throughout the city. The tax­ 
ation required to produce such a yearly 
sum as we have suggested would he so 
light that it would not be felt as a fresh 
burden, and the public would have the 
reassuring conviction that a scientific and 
complete system of protection was being 
worked out by degrees. 


TEE FOREIGN FOLIC Y CF 
LIBE SALS. 
THE ENGLISH 


Now that the victory of the English 
Liberals is fully assured, and it is seen that 
they possess a clear majority over the 
Conservatives and Home Rulers together, 
it becomes necessary to inquire wiiat the 
foreign policy of the party will be, for upon 
the determination of that question much 
more depends than upon their domestic 
policy. Their accession to power has been 
feared abroad because of the eccentric and 
enibairassing foreign policy of the Bir­ 
mingham School, and also because Mr. 
Gladstone’s own views of foreign affairs 
hive of late years been distorted by an 
almost insane prejudice against the Otto­ 
man Empire. If the Liberal leaders regard 
on'y their obligation to carry into effect 
the doctrines they have hitherto preached, 
they will extend the hand of friendship to 
Russia, take action for the partition of 
what remains of the Sultan’s possessions, 
withdraw the troops from Afghanistan aud 
South Africa, adopt in India a thoroughly 
peaceful and conservative progtannne, 
abandon everywhere all ideas of imperial 
expansion, and retire as far 03 possible 
from every foreign alliance and engage­ 
ment which can directly or indirectly 
entangle England in the quarrels of 
other powers. And those who look back 
upon the foreign policy of the Liberals 
when last Mr. Gladstone was at the head 
of the Government cannot feel any confi­ 
dence that all these steps w ill not be taken. 
For undoubtedly the set purpose of the 
Liberal Government at that time seemed 
to he the isolation of England, and the ef­ 
fects of this poliey in lowering her prestige 
aud dimiuiatiing her influence were very 
visible after tiie Franco-German war. 
There has not been a more critical period in 
Europe than the present during this cen­ 
tury, and therefore very much depends 
upon the position of England. It is be­ 
lieved that a war between Germany and 
Rus-ia cannot be much longer avoided. 
When it comes the alliance between France 
and Russia will be the most obvious aud 
natural movement, and in each a case lin- 


STATE CONSTABULARY, 
We publish a letter elsewhere in regard 
to the bill creating a State Constabulary 
force, which deserves to be read by mem­ 
bers of the Legislature. We may say that 
the writer is a veteran police officer, thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the needs of the 
State in this connection, and whose opin­ 
ion, therefore, ought to carry some weight.. 
He is convinced of the urgent necessity 
for such a law' as is now pending, aud he is 
satisfied that it would produce the most 
beneficial effects. The facility with which 
criminals can now effect their escape after 
thecommissiou ot the most serious outrages, 
in many parts of this State, should alone 
suffice to demonstrate the need of a better 
police system. The county authorities 
are seldom able to devote the necessary 
time and money to the pursuit of rob­ 
bers and murderers. In fact, a special 
class of determined and well trained men, 
fit for any deeds of daring aud difficulty, 
is required for the coast, and such a class 
can only be got together through the 
operation of a measure similar to that now 
before the Legislature. It is certainly dis­ 
creditable to the State that so many mur­ 
ders and other crimes should have been 
committed with impunity. The list of un­ 
punished and still mysterious murders alone 
is long enough now to startle the most 
confirmed optimist, and not a week passes 
without adding some new crime to it. The 
Legislature ought to make sure of the 
passage of the Constabulary hill therefore, 
and we are satisfied that if it does so the 
enactment of this law will not be one of 
the least beneficial acts of the present 
session. 
MR. TILDENS LAST. 
Mr. Tilden appears to possess a hitherto 
unsuspected fund of humor, and this dis­ 
covery is not the least remarkable event in 
his singular career. He has been talking 
quite freely to an interviewer, to whom he 
remarked that he had now reached a point 
in his life at which he did not care a Con­ 
tinental penny for politics and politicians. 
He also observed that nothing could he 
more ridiculous than the stories told about 
his wish to dictate the Democratic nomina­ 
tion ; that he had divulged to no living 
creature his preference for the Presidency, 
and that he intended to keep it a secret 
until the time came for making it known.

THE FOLSOM PEISON. 


A SKETCH OF THE REPORT OF THE JOIST 
LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 


Recommendation that the PrlEon be Com­ 
pleted, and the Necessity for It Pointed 
Out—The Late Board of Directors 
and a Theoretical Expert. 


George C. Gorham has been “ giving 
“ down ” very freely to a reporter on the 
Presidential election. We should he more 
disposed to attach importance to his pre­ 
dictions regarding that matter had we not 
had a very satisfying experience of the 
value of Mr. Gorham’s political judg­ 
ment. The people of California are indeed 
tolerably familiar with the kind of figuring 
ho is so addicted to, and they may be par­ 
doned for declining to consider it seriously 
when it is remembered that no prediction 
ma le by Mr. Gorham concerning his own 
political prospects, or the prospects of 
those who have been so 
unfortu­ 
nate as to attract his support, has 
ever been borne out by the event. 
If, in the 
present case, therefore, 
the actual outcome should discredit his 
ready arithmetic, no one on this side of the 
mountains would be greatly surprised ; 
while the circumstance that he has already 
settled the nomination of Grant to his own 
entire satisfaction is apt to strike Cali­ 
fornians as the most unpropitious and om­ 
inous indication which has thus far ap­ 
peared in connection with the General’s 
campaign. Mr. Gorham is not precisely a 
modern Cassandra, for that unhappy 
prophetess was doomed to foretell the truth, 
and to be persistently disbelieved. He, on 
the contrary, has never been so lucky as to 
make an accurate forecast, and those who 
have pinned their faith on him have in­ 
variably been disappointed. 


THE SILVER SITUATION. 
Congress does not appear to have real­ 
ized the danger the country is in of 
being reduced to the silver standard. 
The probable cause of its indifference is the 
approaching Presidential election, which 
imposes the necessity of so nmch caution 
upon both parties—according to the belief 
of the leaders—that they are both afraid 
to venture upon any positive course. Just 
now the export of gold rs prevented by 
conditions which, however, arc notoriously 
unstable, and which are liable to disap­ 
pear any day. Should that contingency 
occur the Bland-Allison bill will lead to 
the loss of all our gold, and the substitu­ 
tion of silver for it, and then the gold 
premium will reappear, aud our working 
classes will find that the purchasing power 
of their wages has receded to something 
like what it was during the rebellion. The 
Bland-Allison hill is in fact silently pre­ 
paring for the country a return to a de­ 
preciated currency, and if the exportation 
of gold should set in, the operation of this 
malevolent machinery will became obvious 
to the meanest capacity. The Presidential 
election is a mere cipher compared to the 
currency question, but the politicians thine 
the order of the universe depends upon 
the outcome of the approachiug campaign. 


The report of the Joint State Prison Com­ 
mittee to the Senate and Assembly on the 
Folsom Branch Prison question is a lengthy 
and elaborate document. The conclusions 
reached are positive and unequivocal in char­ 
acter, and supported by statements and sta­ 
tistics which amount to demonstrations of 
the conclusions upon which the recommenda­ 
tions of the committee are based. The history 
of the legislation regarding the prison is given 
in detail. It may he assumed that the general 
reader is quite familiar with it, as it has 
several times been given in the Kecoud- 
Union in articles on the subject. The first 
Acts looking toward the construction of a 
Branch Prison were passed in 1858. 
THE GROUNDS AT FOLSOM 
Were taken possession of by the State in 
1808, and have ever since been held by it, to 
wit : Three hundred and fifty acres of land, 
and an additional tract acquired in 1874 of 
133 acres. From 1858 to 1878 the appropria­ 
tions for the State Prison, exclnsive of the 
branch at Folsom, aggregate §3,242,090. In 
1874 San Quentin had 941 prisoners in 444 
cells, a condition pronounced by a report in 
that year as most deplorable, and in violation 
of the most ordinary sanitary and hygienic 
laws, and resulting in a mingling indiscrimi­ 
nately of hardened offenders and neophytes 
in crime. The 444 cells gave 298 feet of cubic 
air to each cell, while the 324 cells at Folsom 
give 480 feet to each cell. 
The Legislature of 1874 appropriated §175,­ 
000 for the commencement of the erection of 
the Folsom prison. Since 1874 San Quentin 
has added cells until it now has 090 cells aud 
tanks, but this has brought no additional 
BREATHING SPACE 
Into use for convicts, as the number of the 
latter has vastly increased. In July, 1S79, 
there were 1,504 prirouers there, aud the 
Warden clamored for more cell room, be­ 
cause of the crowding. “ When the Folsom 
prison is opened a trifling outlay will enable 
500 prisoners to be taken from San Quentin,” 
said the \\ arden, “ aud then ours may rank 
as among the highest and best institutions for 
the reformation of elimináis.” The rep-at 
then goes on to recite the history of the 
letting of the contracts for the erection 
of sections of the Folsom prison. It i- 
unnecessary to traverse tliat 
ground 
now. 4 he history is a matter of record 
and not open to aDy contradictions, beside 
which it has but recently beeu carefully 
sketched in the R ecord -U n ion . 
A legislative committee of 1875 6, after a 
thorough examination of the question, strong­ 
ly recommended the condemnation of the 
work then begun, recommending that the 
whole supervision of the work be turned over 
to the Board of State Prison Directors, w ith 
power to make terms with the contractor, 
who had become involved in litigation ami 
had thrown up his contract. That year the 
fire at San Quentin necessitated 
THE APPROPRIATION 
Of §200,000 for that prison, and nothing was 
given for the branch, as its fund then had 
§85,694 73 to its credit. 
In 1S7S the Legislature again examined 
into the prison question, and the necessity 
for more room became more apparent than 
ever, and §120.000 was appropriated, and the 
§85,094 73 (lapsed) restored. One of the 
chief arguments then, and which has gained 
additional force since, for the completion of 
the prison was that prisoners could be profit­ 
ably employed in the State’s splendid granite 
quarries. The Directors made a contract for 
the employment of 350 convict laborers lor 
five years at fifty ceii t- a day, so soon as the 
pri.-o , was reauy foi its inmates, and a bond 
was given to bind the bargain. A new con­ 
tract was let for 8161,500 to finish the work 
in fifteen months from July 17, 1878. This 
contractor failed also, and ihe Directors had 
to assume aud carry on the work, ali of 
which was recently 
FULLY SET FORTH 
III the report of the Directors published i: 
full in the R eco rd U n io n . Fume change.- 
were made in the plans in the interest of 
economy, and these changes have given ri-t- 
to investigation at the present session of the 
Legislature, but nothing was developed 
which affected the central question, to wit : 
the propriety and wisdom of completing the 
prison. The present joint report, indeed, 
declares that the Directors were justified in 
their opinion _that the changes saved the 
State at leastS. 0,000, and produced work sub­ 
stantially as good for the purpose in tended as 
that originally designed. The report with 
regard to the failure of the contractors, the 
charges leading to the recent investigation, 
the animus of the same, etc., is very full and 
contains many extracts from the testimony 
taken, aud is in print for examination, hut is 
too lengthy for repetition here. The com­ 
mittee conclude on this subject, that the 
tardiness of the contractor made it the duty 
of the Board to act as it did, and that when 
it took charge of the work in May, 1879, it 
did a lawful and proper thing, and that it i- 
clear that the contractor could not have gone 
on with the work, hut was stopped in it, not 
by the Board of Directors, but by his cred­ 
itors. In the prosecution of this new duty- 
placed upon the Board it sought to make 
economy the rule, aud determined to stop the 
construction of cells of dimension ptine-ham- 
mered stone, and build instead cells with 
rubble stone partitions, deeming them as safe 
as the others against escapes. 'This conclusion 
the joint report under review supports. 
THE COMMITTEE DECLARES 
That no testimony was given to show that 
the work is not as good for the purposes in­ 
tended as if it had been continued on the 
original and more costly plan. The cost of a 
peine-hammered cell is placed at §500 53 
while the rubble stone cells cost hut §189 56 
per cell.

Thus the State was saved nearly $70,000 by 
the changes made by the Board. I he testi 
moiiy and report elaborately and in detail 
points out why the new cells are as good as 
the original ones, situated as they are within 
the massive walls of a prison of unusual 
strength and well nigh impossible of breach. 
The report shows, too, that while the work 
was prosecuted by the Board, the men were 
worked to as good advantage and were as 
diligent as if under a contractor. 
AN EXPERT, 
Daring the session of the present Legislature, 
was sent to -inspect the work at the prison. 
He made a report, which the committee re­ 
jects as wholly worthless, improperly ba-ed, 
aud which draws conclusions unsupported bv 
the facts. The committee dissect the expert’s 
report, and point out its inconsistencies and 
the expert’s incompetence to judge of tfie 
matter iu hand in an impartial manner, and 
cites as against it the sworn statemeuls of 
the workmen engaged in the Folsom and 
Rocklin quarries as to the cost of quarrying 
stone, as an offset to the expert’s citation of 
French, English and American engineering 
authorities, whose statements, after being 
invoked by the expert, say' the committee, 
were by the expert coolly rejected, a proceed­ 
ing which the committee Confesses itself at a 
loss to comprehend, and adds 
THIS CRITICISM. 
“ It does not appear that Mr. Corlett (the 
expert), though an architect by profere-h n. 
has any special qualifications for enlightening 
the committee upon the qifcstions submitted 
to him. llis opinions, as we have before in­ 
timated, upon the character of the testimony, 
especially with his limited acquaintance witn 
that testimony, are entitled to no considera­ 
tion whatever. It may also 1» observed that 
his report bears internal evidence of a desire 
to depreciate the services of William Johns­ 
ton in a branch of work in which tiie latter 
is clearly better qualified than its detractor. 
He indulges this disposition in such remarks 
as these : ‘In this work the artificer seems 
to have been graduafiy losing all interest in 
the wotk.’ And again : ‘As a general rub, 
mechanics improve by [ iractice ; but ¡a this 
case the rule proves the exception, for the 
last work done in masonry is decidedly the 
most inferior.’ In regard to these flippai t 
and ill-natured criticisms, we hare to say : 
They are not entitled to a place in any proper 
report, and, so far as the committee are able 
ti judge from the testimony in the case, they 
a e altogether without foundation.” 
In fact, the review of the expert’s report 
by the committee, and the successful manner 
ia which is shown up it unreliable theories 
and glaring inconsistencies, is one of the best 
examples of critical analysis extant, and 
while it shows that tbe expert did not prop­ 
erly deal with the subject, it vindicates the 


Board of Directors in the exercise they made 
ot their judgment regarding the work at the 
prison, the economy practiced, and the desira­ 
bility of hastening the prison building to com­ 
pletion. 
Ihe report concludes with these 
words : 
CONCLUSIONS. 
After a consideration of the whole subject, 
the committee deem it necessary only to state 
the following general conclusions and recom- 
inendations: 
• 
The prison at San Quentin is insuffi­ 
cient for the proper accommodation, govern­ 
ment and discipline of the number of oris- 
oners now cnitined therein. 
Second—That with an appropriation of 
about $40.000, the Folsom Branch Prison 
can at an early day be put in proper condi­ 
tion for the reception, government and dis­ 
cipline of about 500 prisoners, after which 
the Sau Quentin Prison, with its present ac­ 
commodations, and its number of prisoners 
reduced to about 1,000, will be in a favorable 
condition for good management, and perhaps 
for making available the labor of the pris­ 
oners. 
Third—That it appears reasonably prob­ 
able that the prisoners at the Branch Prison 
can be employed with advantage in the pro­ 
duction from the quarries belonging to the 
State at that place (which are inexhaustible 
in quantity and superior in quaiiry) of cranite 
blocks of ail kinds for building and paving 
purposes. 
Fourth—That the State has already in­ 
vented in the construction of said Branch 
irison §2!‘5,G00, in addition to which the 
8tate owes as a consideration for the purchase 
of the quarries and laud (483 acres) the sura 
of §15,000 in prison labor, at lifty cents 
per day. And iu addition to this, in pur­ 
suance of the Act ot 1.878, providing for the 
completion of the Branch Prison, the State 
in June, 18i8, entered into a contract with a 
responsible party, seemed on his part by 
bonds, according to law, f<.r the employment 
ut the Branch Prison of 350 convicts, at fifty 
cents per day for each convict, for the term 
of five years, which contract is preserved by 
the Constitution. 
That these alone are strong considerations 
against further delay iu carrying out the 
work. 
\\ e therefore recommend the ap­ 
propriation of the sum of §40,000 fur the pur 
pose of completing said Branch Prison.

Kds. Record-Union : Vour effort*- in 
port of a measure for the creation of a State 
Constabulary force meets my heart3* ap­ 
proval. I think I have been a doee observer 
in criminal matters iu this aud adjoining 
counties, besides haviug some personal ex­ 
perience in that line. It is sheer folly for a 
township officer, whose remuneration is small 
(and nothing unless he captures the offender), 
to follow criminals for any length of time, 
especially when conviction is apt t-* follow 
arrest aLd the facilities for escape sí* go. <• as 
in this State. The Sheriffs of the various 
counties of the State are allowed greater sal­ 
aries than any other county officer, and why 
is this if not for the prosecution of crime and 
the apprehension of criminals. Their t-alaries 
and iees are commensurate with the expense 
necessary to the protection from outlawry 
which the people expect from them. But 
iu a majority of cases they arc callous Diid 
indifferent to a sense of duty, and are more 
interested in their chances of re-election than 
to the enforcement of law and the detection 
of crime. Among the la<t 100 person* who 
have pretended to fill the Sheriff’s office iu the 
State of California, there cannot be found 
another Mor»e or Adams. The unwavering 
pursuit, the midnight hour, the lonely trail, 
rifle in hand, with momentary expt-ct-a ion of 
a combat with outlaws has no fa-cinutioi. for 
the modern Sheriff. For those ami other 
adequate reasons we must look for protection 
to a force created by the State exj iv-• !y r< r 
that and no other purpose, and men of known 
ability and courage alone should be chosen. 
I would also suggest that the prts :.t ov. r- 
gr *wn salary allowed to Sheriffs for the col­ 
lection or receiving of taxes be cut down by 
the Legislature to about one-half what it now 
is. which amount would about pay the salary 
and expenses ot a member of the S^ate force. 
Besides, such a measure would have the ef­ 
fect of curtailing the influence of unscrupu­ 
lous political leeches, and admit a deserving

An Extraordinary Night Session—Senator 
Kane in Jail. 
The Senate of California held an extraor­ 
dinary session last night—that is, it was an 
extraordinary session with extraordinary sur­ 
roundings and results. 
The special order last night wat fhe con­ 
sideration of the case of Senator Thomas 
Kane, ot San Francisco, who was held as 
having committed a contempt of the Senate 
in refusing to disclose who was the great un­ 
known that, as he alleges, sought to buy him 
with greenbacks to vote for the debris bill. 
The testimony in Kane’s case has been fully 
reported from day to day in the R eoord- 
U n ion , aDd its readers are well informed as 
to all there is in the ease. 
In brief, 


NOTHING WAS PROVED. 
The committee sniffed suspicion in every 
nouk and corner, but the only thing un­ 
earthed was Kane, and the stubborn refusal 
of the bribee to disclose who was the briber. 
Last eveuing at 7:30 o’clock the Senate met 
to finish up the case. Knowledge of this fact 
drew together a vast assemblage. 
Every 
Senator wa.-T in his sea t; the Assemblymen 
left their hall and flocked to the Senate cham­ 
ber ; ladies crowded the aisles, and special 
guests 


filled every nook a nd corner. 
Every ¿chair, 
box, stool, step, and even 
some of the spitoons were iu use to accom­ 
modate spectators with seats. Nothing that 
was capable of being sat npon with any de­ 
gree of comfort, came amiss to the eager 
throng. 
It was a regular pack within the 
bar, in all the aisles ami passage ways, and 
wherever a human being could squeeze him­ 
self or herself. 
Outside the rail the lobby 
was a jam, iu which tall men enjoyed a jirivi- 
lege accorded only to those whom nature had 
blessed with long legs. 
UP ALOFT 
Iu the gallery there was a pack equal to any­ 
thing ever seen iu the Senate gallery on any 
former occasion. 
Indeed, the crowd above, 
the eager expectancy of the mass below, the 
crush of humanity in the lobby, the gravity 
of the Senators, the seriousness of the pro­ 
ceedings, all went to make the session the 
field day (by night) of the Senate of 1880, 
and if the eccentric Kane takes any pride in 
notoriety, he must have congratulated himself 
upon 
having 
been 
the biggest card of 
the season and of having played an emi­ 
nently successful engagement last eveuing. ‘ 
The proceedings lasted until just before mid­ 
night. They were characterized by a debate 
of an unusual order, in which skill in legisla­ 
tive tactics, deep seriousness, marked feeling, 
and occasional bitterness, were manifest. The 
debate was one which scintillated now and 
then with real eloquence, and in which 
flashed keen aud trenchant blades, caustic 
wit aud biting sarcasm, and which through­ 
out was as grave and serious as any debate 
probably which could occur iu the body. 
It 
was characterized by warm and 
MOVING APPEALS 
To the sympathies by lofty and patriotic ex­ 
pressions, by statesmanlike expositions of 
the duty of Senators under their oaths, and 
by tilts and encounters between armored par 
liamentariaas, that were to thespectators like 
intoxicants, and led them many a time to the 
very verge of applause, restrained only by 
the atmosphere of gravity and weighty im­ 
portance pervading the whole sctue. 
THE FIGHT. 
Dickinson opened the ball witb a resolu­ 
tion to expel Kaue. Enos billowed with an 
amendment to suspend and an appeal for 
“ Honest Tom,” whom he declared to be the 
victim of an overwhelming superstition and 
an unconquerable suspicion. 
Dickinson re­ 
plied with a weighty plea for the maintenance 
of tbe dignity of th.* Senate. 
Cheney fol­ 
lowed with an eloquent excusative plea for 
Kane, because he didn’t really know any bet­ 
ter than to do as he had done, and for whom 
the speaker believed suspension was punish­ 
ment enough. 
Enos followed iu a fervent 
appeal and presented a long letter from 
Ka i«, admitting bis error and generally tak 
ing the back track, but still giving no name. 
Then came Sears for the amendment, be­ 
cause of the eccentric character of Kane, fol­ 
lowed by Johnson, who, scarcely able to 
stand, aud suffering great pain, yet made an 
elnquent argument for expulsion, bitterly de­ 
nounced the offense of Kaue, declared in 
thrilling terms in favor of American institu­ 
tions aud ideas as against the superstitions of 
Ireland entertained by Kane. 
Davis and 
Conger, undecided as to what ought to be the 
punishment; Nye and Neumann for expul­ 
sion ; 
Sears against, Johnston for law 
and its enforcement, and then 
roll-calls 
and votes and excitement, a 
eharp set- 
to between Enos ar.d Johnson and Satter- 
wliite, iu which the polished steel of debate 
gave forth sparks that fairly filled the air, 
and then more roll-calls, until both the ex­ 
pulsion and suspension resolutions failed ; 
Neumann’s'plm to give Kane till Monday to 
purge himself of conte..;pt failed ; Enos’ 
second plan—to suspend him till Friday— 
was withdrawn ; Johnson’s sarcastic resolu­ 
tion to thank Kane for keeping his word in 
preference to his Senatorial oath was with­ 
drawn, aud then Dickinson’s resolution to 
SEND KANE TO THE COUNTY JAIL 
Passed, aud immediately the Senate ad­ 
journed in great confusion. 
It was tl?-n 
nearly midnight, and up to that hour the 
Senate chamber, galleries and lobbies re­ 
mained packed, very few having left the 
room, and so deeply interesting were the pro­ 
ceedings, and so thoroughly were the auditors 
permeated with the excitement of the scene, 
that it is probable that the mass of them 
would have remained till daybreak if the 
Senate had continued in session. 
Kane was all this time in the Sergeant-at- 
Arm’s room, walking nervously back and 
forth, or tossing nervously from chair to 
chair. Informed of the dtcree in his case, 
he announced his readiness to go to jail. His 
friends rushed off in a hack to hunt up Greed 
Haymond, to have him aid them iu getting 
out a writ of habeas corpus, while groups 
gathered 
in 
the halls 
and offices, and 
discussed tbe ease pro aiul con., some 
hotly, some coolly, but most excitedly. At 
1 o’clock this morning Sergeant Wasson 
received the commitment signed by President 
pro tern. Baker and Secretory Boruck. 
The 
prisoner was put into a carriage, and at 1:15 
A. M. Jai'er Orn was roused up, and the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms delivered Kane to his custody. 
Some of the prisoner’s friendo said to him, as 
he stood iu the large open corridor of the jail, 
“ You can just stay out here, Kane.” 
Kane—Oh, yes ; I'll lay on a bench here. 
Orn—No, sir. I cannot permit any one 
given over to me to stay out here. You will 
have to go in to oue of the cells. I ’ll give 
you a clean, comfortable Cell ami a good bed. 
Kane—Oh, that’s all right. 
I’m satisfied. 
A R ecord -U n ion representative, when the 
Sergeant and Kane’s friends had retired, had 
a coat with the prisoner, iu which he reiter­ 
ated his determination not to yield to the 
Senate, and sai l he would rot in prison first. 
Concerning the propised writ of habeas cor­ 
pus, he exhibited ignorance of what proceed­ 
ings that called for, or what Court would 
have jurisdiction in tbe case, and said he 
kuew nothing of wbat was bejug done by his 
friends in regard to tiie writ. Shortly after 
the jailer locked the Senator up iu one of the 
iron cells, aud so ended tbe second chapter.

Sacramento for a long time has been noted 
for the number of her genuine sportsmen 
who love to spend a day in wielding the -hot- 
gun, and not a few of them have become 
noted throughout the State for their skill. It 
has commonly been their custom to agree 
upon a day for sporting, and by common con­ 
sent resort to a convenient place.

The Club has determined that their regu­ 
lar contests shall not be for any sum of 
money, and expect to conduct all matches in 
such a manner that it shall both be entirely 
proper and pleasant for ladies and other vis­ 
itors to attend them.

A FASHION LETTER. 


THE LATEST STYLES IN DRESSES, HATS 
AND BONNETS. 


The Kind of Goods in Fashion—Trim­ 
mings—Running to Lace—Para­ 
sols—Bric-i-Brac. 


S a n F r a n c isco, A p ril 7, 1SS0. 
• Full fashions are now supposed to have 
blossomed, and dressmakers are busy with 
orders for spring suits. 
But the season is 
backward in asparagus and peas, and so it 
is in fashions. 
The majority are getting 
the la3t wear out of their winter wardrobe, 
and others have adopted a sort of half-and- 
half style to fill in with until real weather 
conies. 
Everywhere I see the light cloak 
and the black dress, black gloves and para­ 
sol, which have been worn with good eflect 
all winter, whole suits being as yet too 
cold for our late springs. 
However, there 
are suggestions which she who runs may 
read, and those who know are always kind 
enough to tell what is to be. 
Skirts are no 
wider than usual, being four yards round. 
There is a tendency toward the hoop again, 
but as yet when worn it is very small. 
To prevent the skirt from striking the feet 
a copper wire, not too stiff, is put around 
the bottom with a piece of tape, ending at 
the side seams. 
It Í9 bent and curved or 
lies in large pleats here and there, follow­ 
ing the natural folds of the dress. 
The 
idea also of 
FANCY SLEEVES 
Will gain ground, and of trimming where 
the sleeve sets into the dress. 
The sleeve 
will be shirred, puffed, and ornamented 
with bows. 
What if one should really see 
again the old nmtton-leg sleeve of our 
mothers ? There is a pretty fancy called 
illumination, which consists in lighting up 
a costume by a flash of bright color. 
Thus 
black is so much worn. 
A black dress will 
then have a narrow pleating of dark red 
satin at the bottom, its pockets and cuffs 
and collar or revers will be lined with the 
same, its overskirt when slashed 
will 
show a suggestion, and yet it is all to seem 
just a touch here and there—nothing gaudy 
or showy, as might perhaps seem from the 
reading. 
A dress of maroon velvet is illu­ 
minated with satin of old gold, and while 
it may seem flashy it has nothing startling 
about it. Sometimes, instead of pleating at 
the bottom, the swinging folds of the dress 
reveal the illumination in half-moons. We 
have not quantities of 


DRAPERY, 
But what we have is artistic in its effects, 
being gracefully sliawl-pointed, or hnng to 
simulate waves, or drooped in handker- 
chief-folds, as a handkerchief will natu­ 
rally depend from the hands when held 
loosely between the fingers. 
We may well 
look for grace when nature’s curves and 
droopings are thus patterned. 
Scarfs and 
mantles are largely used, being always 
artistic. 
The overskirts are quite short, 
many opening in front or on the left side, 
or, as mentioned before, are frequently cut 
in slashes and illuminated. When opening 
at the side the drapery, in small folds, is 
carried upon the right side. 
The under­ 
skirt being thus exposed to view admits of 
much trimming, either shirring, large box- 
pleats or sometimes lengthwise trimming. 
Quantities of shirred satin trim the front, 
often lying in regular shirrings between 
the open overskirt, and ascending to the 
throat vest-shape. 
Surtouts or redingotes 
are made with suits, but little capes and 
fancy fichus will be worn with warmer 
weather.

THE ORIENTAL 
Runs—cashmere figures, palmleaf, peacock 
feather, Persian. 
These make pretty cos­ 
tumes laid upon a silk foundation—that is, 
begin with a last year’s silk and build upon 
it for a new dress, taking the stylish and 
Oriental for the outside garments. 
In 
plain goods, the fashionable colors are mas­ 
tic, the darker blues and heliotrope, to be 
made in combidation with Turk satin, 
chene, fancy embroidery and 
chenille. 
Heliotrope is properly a delicate pinkish 
purple, just a blush laid over the violet,

LIGHT 
IN 
THE 
HOME. 


The eminent English writer, Dr. Rich­ 
ardson, produces, in one of our contempo­ 
raries, an article called “ Health at Home,” 
which is replete with wisdom. A most im­ 
portant point, and one on which he dwells, 
is the fact that so many people are afraid 
of the light. “ In a dark and gloomy house 
you never can see the dirt that pollutes 
it. 
Dirt accumulates on dirt, and the 
mind 
soon 
learns to 
apologize 
for 
this condition because the glooin con­ 
ceals it.” Accordingly, when a house 
is 
dark and dingy, the 
air becomes 
impure, not only on accouut of the absence 
of light, but from the impurities which are 
accumulated. 
Now, as Dr. Richardson 
cleverly puts it, we place flowers in our 
windows that they may have the light. If 
this be the case, why should we deprive 
ourselves of the sunshine and expect to gain 
health and vigor ? Light, and plenty of it, 
is not only a purifier of things inanimate, 
but it absolutely stimulates our brains. 
It is in regard to sick rooms that this 
excellent authority is particularly impres­ 
sive. 
It used to be the habit of physicians 
in old times to sedulously darken the 
rooms, and this practice continues to some 
extent even to-day. 
In certain very acute 
cases of nervous disease, where light, the 
least ray of it, disturbs in over exciting the 
visual organs, this darkening of the room 
may be permitted, but ordinarily to keep 
light out of the room is to deprive the pa­ 
tient of one of the vital forces. 
Children 
or old people condemned to live in dark­ 
ness . are 
pale 
and 
wan, 
exactly 
like 
those 
plants 
which, 
deprived 
of light, grow white. 
Darkness in the 
daytime undoubtedly makes the blood flow 
less strongly and checks the beating of the 
heart, and these conditions are precisely 
such as bring constitutional suffering and 
disease. 
The suppression of the light of 
day actually increases those contagious 
maladies which feed on uncleanliness. Dr. 
Richardson states : 
“ I once found by ex­ 
periment that certain organic poisons, anal­ 
ogous to the poisons which propagate these 
diseases, are rendered innocuous by expos­ 
ure to light.”

OUR 
TREATMENT 
OF 
THE 
INSANE. 


Few, even among those who have given 
some attention to the subject, know the 
depth^of wretchedness to which within a 
comparatively short period the lunatic was 
consigned, and which, even at the present 
day, is in some places scarcely lessened. 
Dr. Conolly, whose advanced ideas of 
science and humanity led to the uniform 
adoption in England of the “ non-restraint ” 
system of treatment, speaking only thirty 
years ago on this subject, says: 
“ Very 
few physicians of education were to be 
found, until a recent period, devoting 
themselves to mental disorders. 
Those 
occupied in asylums were chiefly dis­ 
tinguished by an eccentricity and rough­ 
ness which, unfitting them for other pro­ 
fessional vocations, made them willing to 
undertake to treat mad people. 
By such 
persons, ill-educated, prejudiced, and with­ 
out any resources but methods of violence, 
and who never studied the forms and treat­ 
ment of mental disorders, all attempts to 
ameliorate the condition of the insane were 
bitterly and unscrupulously opposed with 
every effort and every contrivance of vul­ 
gar minds. Meantime, the outside walls of 
an asylmn were regarded with awe; the 
shrieks issuing from it made night hideous ; 
the frantic creatures inclosed in their dens 
furnished appalling subjects for the artist 
or the novelist; squalor and dirt, and fam­ 
ine and ferocity were everywhere to be 
met with.” And now in the latter half of 
the nineteenth century we find that the 
methods which Conolly so vigorously de­ 
nounced, and to the abolition of which he 
gave hia life, are in full use in almost every 
asylum in the United States ; that the at­ 
tempts to improve the condition of the in­ 
sane are opposed, as in his day, by those 
who have charge of them ; that dens are 
still in existence, chains still employed, 
blows still inflicted, systematic flogging still 
practiced, the strait-jaeket still used as a 
means of restraint; and that these agen­ 
cies of subjection are supplemetited by 
the Utica crib, an apparatus not only 
inhuman, but one which no person pos­ 
sessing a competent knowledge of tbe 
physiology of the brain and the pathology 
of insanity would venture to introduce 
iuto the wards of a lunatic asylum. 
Within about a year four homicides oc­ 
curred in the New York City lunatic asy­ 
lum on Ward’s Island. 
In one of these a 
patient was beaten to death by an attend­ 
ant ; in another, an attendant was killed 
by a patient; in the third, a patient was 
thrown off the wharf and drowned by an­ 
other patient; and in the fonrth, one luna­ 
tic was ordered to give a hot batli to an­ 
other, not only insane, but paralyzed. After 
getting him into the bath-tub he turned on 
the hot wafer and walked away, leaving 
the poor wretch actually to be boiled to 
death. 
In the asylum at St. Feter, Minne­ 
sota, a patient who refused to eat had his 
mouth filled with food by a nurse, and the 
mess pushed down into his stomach with 
the handle of a knife, while another nurse 
held him down. 
On one occasion he ran 
away, yelling that they wanted to kill him. 
He was caught and laid on a bench ; one 
attendant held his hands, and sat across 
his body : another attendant and a patient 
helped to hold him ; his mouth was plugged 
to prevent his closing it. 
The food (soup) 
was poured in from a pitcher ; his breath 
was heard to “ gurgle 
as the soup went 
into his windpipe, 'and in five minutes he 
was dead. 
Last winter rumors in regard to the had 
management of the Longview Asylum, in 
Ohio, became so prevalent that the Legis­ 
lature appointed a committee to investigate 
them. 
From the report made on the sub­ 
ject I make the following extract: “ Ac­ 
cording to the testimony of several eye­ 
witnesses, a punishment frequently and 
sometimes gleefully resorted to by attend­ 
ants in this asylum is one known as ‘ taking 
dqwn.’ 
‘Taking down,’ in the words of 
the testimony, consists in tripping or 
throwing the patient to the floor, holding 
her down (for ‘taking down’ is a female 
punishment, the men being usually knocked 
down) with the knee on the chest, while 
another employe gags the patient, and still 
another holds the patient’s hands. 
The 
patient is held down till she is quite weak 
and exhausted, becomes purple in the face, 
and the breath is almost gone. 
Another 
puuishment is 
to 
make 
a ‘ spread- 
eagle ’ of 
a 
patient. 
This 
consists 
in stripping a patient to nakedness, and 
making attendants whip him with wet 
towels. 
This is a punishment inflicted for 
a refusal to work. 
It is described as very 
painful, and Í3 practised because it leaves 
no marks. 
There is testimony as to duck­ 
in g , kicking, b e atiD g , black eyes, and other 
marks of cruelty. 
It is in evidence that 
weakpatient3 are overworked, and all in­ 
mates have not been properly fed and cared 
for. 
Hard wTork has been needlessly com­ 
pelled in a room in which the mercury 
stood at 120°. 
The use of ‘cribs ’ and the 
‘ strong room ’ is shown. 
Loathsome ver­ 
min in loathsome numbers have been al­ 
lowed to accumulate upon the bedding, the 
apparel, and the person of patients. 
All 
of these things and others told with a pain­ 
ful plainness is the testimony that is made 
part of this report.” 
Of the Blackwell’s Island Asylum in 
New York City, a committee of the same 
Board reported last summer that, “ This 
asylum continues to be a source of the 
greatest anxiety to us. 
We see that there 
is not proper provision I or the patients, 
and we know that their surroundings must 
of necessity increase and prolong the dis­ 
ease under which they are suffering ; and 
yet we are quite powerless to effect any 
permanent improvement. 
The Lodge and 
Retreat, where violent cases are confined, 
are buildings quite unfit for any human 
beings ; and yet 200 insane women are shut 
up in them. 
The cells in which the pa­ 
tients sleep are, in both of the institutions, 
lighted only by transoms over the doors. 
At night, when the patients spend nearly 
twelve hours closely shut up in these cells, 
they must be pitch dark ; and the air, 
which is not fresh even in the middle of 
the day, must be poisonous. 
In the Re­ 
treat many of the cells (measuring seven 
feet six inches by twelve feet nine inches 
by twelve feet) contain no beds; and on one 
occasion lately, whenthenurseopened oneof 
these cells in the morning, she found one 
of the patients badly beaten about the 
head by her companion. 
The patients as a 
rule have* nothing to do all day, and sel­ 
dom go out except in the airing courts— 
bare spaces surrounded by high board 
fences. 
Such circumstances cannot tend 
to the calming of an excited brain, but 
mu9t rather serve to increase the disease 
and fix it upon the patient for life. 
The 
beneficial influence of a change to pleas­ 
anter surroundings and even partial em­ 
ployment has been shown within a few 
weeks, when a number of patients from 
the Retreat were transferred to two new 
halls in the new building and were sup­ 
plied with work. 
Of the six physicians 
now in the asylum, only one had had any 
experience in the treatment of the insane 
before entering thi3 institution. 
The 
younger men of course only enter the asy­ 
lum for the purpose of gaining experience; 
and this they do at the expense of the pa­ 
tients. 
As a rule they receive no salaries, 
and after serving a few months they usually 
resign, giving place to other inexperienced 
youths. 
During the past two years, eight­ 
een phvsicians have practiced in this asy­ 
lum.—[William A. Hammond, M. D., in 
the International Review for March.

fore a hickory tire on an oak board. 
Plan­ 
tation tobacco was freely smoked in pipes, 
but few, except the members of the diplo­ 
matic corps, indulged in cigars. 
Assem­ 
blies were held once a week between Christ­ 
mas Day and Ash \\ ednesday, to which all 
of the respectable iadies in the city who 
danced were invited. 
It was also custom­ 
ary for those of the Cabinet officers and 
other high officials who kept house to give 
at least one evening party during each ses­ 
sion of Congress, invitations for which were 
issued. 
The guests at these parties used 
to assemble at about 8 o’clock, and after 
taking off their wraps in an upper room 
they descended to the parlor, where the 
host and hostess received them. The older 
men then went to the punch-bowl to criti­ 
cise the “ brew” which it contained, while 
the yonng people found their way to the 
dining room, almost invariably devotee! to 
dancing. 
The music was a piano and two 
violins, and one of the musicians called the 
figures for the cotillon and eontra-dances. 
Tnose who did not dance elbowed their 
way through the crowd, conversing with 
acquaintances, and the men frequently 
taking another glass of punch. 
A t 10 the 
guests were invited to the supper table, 
which was often on the wide back porch 
which every Washington house had in those 
days. 
The table was always loaded with 
evidences of the culinary skill of the lady 
of the house. 
There was a roast ham at 
one end, a saddle of venison or mutton at 
the other end, and some roasted poultry or 
wild ducks midway ; a great variety of 
home-baked cake was a source of pride, and 
there never was any lack of punch; with 
decanters of madeira. 
The diplomats gave 
champagne, but it was seldom seen except 
at the legations. 
At 11 there was a gen­ 
eral exodus, and after the usual scramble 
for hats, cloaks and over-shoes, the guests 
entered their carriages. 
Sometimes a few 
intimate friends of the hostess lingered to 
enjoy a contra-dance, or to take a parting 
drink of punch, but by midnight the last 
guest departed, and the servants began to 
blow out the candles with which the house 
had been illuminated.—[Atlantic.

W a s h in g to n , April !>th.—A t the close of 
an unusually prolonged legislative session, 
about half-past 0 o’clock this evening, the 
Seuate acceded to a request or Senator Eaton, 
Chairman of the < lominittee on Foreign Re­ 
lations, for a brief executive session, and 
thereupon speedily confirmed Mr. Angelí as 
Minister, and Messrs. Swift and Trescott as 
Commissioners to negotiate a new treaty with 
China. 
Aogell’s nomination was taken up 
first and confirmed without debate, except a 
few remarks eulogistic of his character and 
abilities, made by Mr. Eaton and the two 
Michigan Senators. 
The 
nominations of 
Swift and Trescott were then called up by 
Eaton, who remarked simply that the For­ 
eign 
Relations 
Committee 
had 
been 
satisfied, 
upon 
inquiry, 
that 
they 
are 
gentlemen 
of 
high 
standing ami 
abil­ 
ity, 
and 
had 
therefore 
unanimously 
reported back their nominations 
with a 
recommendation that they be 
confirmed. 
Senator Farley, at this point, took the ti >r 
for a minute or two, and remarked that al­ 
though he would not oppose the confirmation 
of this Commission, he desired nevertheless 
to say that he considered the present move 
ment on the part of President Hayes’ admin­ 
istration an evasion designed for political 
effect, and that he did not believe any practi­ 
cal result would be obtained by- it. 
Senator 
Eaton expressed a hope that his friend from 
California might be greatly disappointed by 
the result, and the usual question being then 
put the nominations were confirmed without 
a dissenting vote. 
T h e C as«*of K e llo g g . 
C h icag o , April 9th.—The Journal's Wash­ 
ington special says : The Democratic Sena­ 
tors indulged in considerable talk over the 
Kellogg case in another caucus to-day, but 
got no further. 
Senator Jonas warned the 
Democrats that if they allowed Kellogg to re­ 
tain his seat, Louisiana would go Republican 
at the next election. 
He endeavored to bull­ 
doze his associates into voting to make the 
unseating of Kellogg a party question. 
Senators Jonas, Hill of Georgia, S&ulsbury, 
Vance and Vest took the ground that the 
Spofford-Kellogg case could not properly he 
postponed. 
They were opposed to any 
evasion of the issue, and wanted the Demo­ 
cratic party to have and show the courage of 
its convictions. 
They insisted that it was 
plain that Senator Kellogg had no right to 
his seat, and the majority should'nut hesi­ 
tate to seat Spofford. 
Garland spoke in favor of going on with 
more important public business. The Kellogg 
case was not a pressing matter, and it should 
await the .Senate’s action upon the pending 
appropriation hills and other necessary geu- 
eral legislation. 
Garland expressed a de­ 
cided 
opinion that 
the Kellogg 
matter 
ought to be laid over until the next session. 
Thurman thought the Geneva Award bill 
-of a great deal more consequence than the 
Kellogg case, and urged that it be given the 
preference. 
Considerable feeling was manifested by the 
Senators who argued in favor of immediate 
action on the Louisiana case, and some inti­ 
mated that they would make the question a 
personal matter and retaliate upon those 
who would bring about a postponement. 
Senators Hill, Saulsbury and Vance, of 
The Elections Committee, held that an inves­ 
tigation of this case was ordered with the un­ 
derstanding that it should be disposed of as 
- >on as all the facts could be learned, and 
they therefore thought it would not be treat­ 
ing the committee right to postpone the mat­ 
ter. 
The investigation of the matter having 
been intrusted to the committee, and the labor 
having been faithfully performed, the ma­ 
jority of the Senate ought to stand by the 
committee’s conclusions. 
Senator Bayard and some others thereupon 
remarked that their understanding was that 
the committee were to inquire whether or not 
the case was res adjudícala, and that the 
question whether Kellogg’s seat was open to 
dispute was thereafter to be determined by 
the Senate at its convenience, and upon its 
own judgment. 
Although, as above stated, the majority of 
those present at the caucus were evidently in 
favor of giving other business the precedence 
over this case, the minority, who insist upon 
jts prompt corsideration, are so urgent that 
it is stiii very possible that they may carry 
their point. 
T he W est P oin t O utrage. 
W est P oint (N .Y .), April 9th.—The ex­ 
amination in the oa.-e of cadet Whittaker 
om m eneedat 10:30 to-day. 
Whittaker was 
first examined. 
His story agrees with the 
first statement. 


P o ughkeepsie, A pril 9th.—C adet W hitta­ 
ker described the men who attacked him. He 
said he made au outcry which might have 
been heard by his neighbors if awake. 
The 
men had on slippers, or were in stockings, 
and one had a taper or caudle. 
He had no 
suspicion as to their identity ; had always ex­ 
pected to pass the examination; had no causé 
to suspect his Instructors of being prejudiced 
against him. 
The examination of the belt 
with which he was tied revealed eyelets, 
. which the officers’ belts alone have. 
This 
was deemed important by his counsel. 
W ashington, April 9th.—In the debate 
to-day respecting the Whittaker matter at 
W est Point, Voorhees said he wondered that 
the graduates of West Point survived its 
brutality and the uncivilized conduct on the 
part of the students, and he favored every 
kind of investigation to humanize and civil­ 
ize, if not possible to christianize, 
West 
Point. 
The Government ought even to 
abolish the institution if this inhuman out­ 
rage was really perpetrated. 
He did not 
know whether the instructors were to blame, 
or this being educated to war was the cause, 
but these young men seemed inspired with 
brutality. 
He took no stock in the assertion 
that Whittaker cut his own ears tiff. 
He had 
known other outrages similar to this. 
Hoar said this was not a case of hazing, 
which would come in the first year of the 
student, but was an outrage against the col­ 
ored people, such as was common at West 
Point in respect to colored members of the 
institution, and unless it could lie ended it 
ought to result in the abolition of the in-titu- 
tion. 
A colored boy at West Point Is a soli­ 
tary Robinson Crusoe. 
He is absolutely 
without associates or sympathy in sickness or 
sorrow. 
He feared that the instructors there 
had not impressed upon the classes that the 
basest thing they can do is to treat a young 
colored youth as an exile o d account of the 
color of his skin. 
This American Republic, 
with its 4,000,000 colored citizeus, equal be­ 
fore the Constitution and laws, will grind 
that institution to powder unless this abuse is 
cured. 
Ttiurlow W eed on the Presidency. 
K ew York, April 9 th —Thnrlow Weed, 
in the Tribune to-day, says: “ Six months 
o. i Grant's nomination was a ‘foregone coc- 
'usion.’ There was then a general belief 
it the country needed him. 
But the cir- 
, 
astances and conditions bearing legiti- 
■!...-.ely upon the 
question have entirely 
xnged.” 
H e thinks the nomination of 
<- . her of the other principal candidates prefer­ 
able to Grant, because be has been honored 
■.•■oiffitiently already, and because the anti- 
dkird term sentiment will imperil his chances. 
W eed claims to have been the leading organ, 
ggcr of the movement in securing Grant’s 


first nomination, and names those who par­ 
ticipated. 
He says : “ Of the survivor) of 
these original friends of Grant, though now 
as then truly his friends, not more than one 
believes his nomination expedient. 
If called 
on to express an opinion, they would prob- 
ab’y say that in their judgment the course 
recently pursued by the Republicans of Con­ 
necticut in their State Convention was practi­ 
cal and patriotic.”

W ashington, April 9th.—The sub-com­ 
mittee of tlie Pacific Railroad Committee, to 
whom was referred the bill extending the 
time accorded tlie Northern Pacific Railroad 
in which to fulfill the conditions upon which 
its land grants are based, after a prolonged 
discussion rtached a vote on the proposition 
to grant an e> tension of ten years, and de­ 
cided adversely.

made to extend the time six years, but pend­ 
ing the discussion, and without reaching a 
vote the committee adjourned.

Panama, March 31pt.—The Star and Her­ 
ald says the Chileans are reported to have 
met with a disaster near Muquequa. 
The 
Minister of War, wishing to surprise tlie Pe­ 
ruvians, inarched under cover of night to at­ 
tack them. 
He fell into au ambush, and of 
one regiment of 1,200 men only 67 escaped. 
It is reported that the Cnileau loss is 1,300 
killed, besides the wounded and prisoners. 
Tlie Huasear and Magallanes, in au attack 
on Arica, lost 24 men killed and wounded. 
Among the former is Commander Thompson, 
o the Huasear, and two other officers. 
The 
Manco Copac, carrying 
American guns, 
struck the Huasear ten times, carrying away 
her mizzen-mast and seriously damaging the 
hull, while the Manco Copac aud the shore 
batteries were uninjured. 
Many houses in 
the town were knocked down aud several 
women aud children killed. 
The Chileans 
had not given notice of their intention to 
shell the town. 
Tw o C hilean w ar vessels visited th e Lobos 
guano islands aud stopped tlie loading of 
ab o u t tw enty vessels. 
The United States steamer Kearsarge is 
making surveys at Bucos del Toro. 
She has 
six boats at work.

Peter-sbtbg, A pril 9 tb .— A p rin tin g 
office a ¡Smolensk bas been closed by the po­ 
lice and one of 
the proprietors arrested. 
Papers com prom ising the establishm ent were 
discovered w hen the last secret press was 
seized in S t. P etersburg. 
The Golus states that a Special Council is 
sitting to define the rights of Governors- 
Geueral in relation to the Supreme Commis­ 
sion, the object being to restrict independent 
action of permanent and temporary Gov- 
eruors-General, aud bring them more under 
the control of General Melikutf aud the 
Minister of the Interior.
